eat at the late Batcel| fought neere Kynton, when they (aw they were not able ts 

revenge tacir malice upon the Parliaments Army: they left fighting with Souldiers 
and ficd abour the Country, killing of men women and children chat were altogether 
unadle co defend rchemſelyes, killing any living creature that they met with ; for 
they flew the yery Doggs and all, and as if the moft cruell and mercilelle of this 

Nation could mot inyent cruelties anſwerable to their bloudy minds : they doe cn- 
rertaine into their Army a great number of the Iriſh Rebells, whereof arc great 

Rore of Iriſh women, which pillage and rob in the Countries where they come 
worle than the Souldiers, and are more cruell and mercilefſe than they ; and ar 

. the Baxtell at Kynton did not onely get the beft pillage of the dead Corpes at the 

time when the battell was a fighting; bur thoſe that chey found wounded or may- 

med that they were not able to get off from the place .( alrtough otherwiſe might 

have recovercd ) they moſt cruelly cut their throates with great Knives which 

they carry for that purpoſe, or elle knocked out their braines with their 
Pole-axes. 

When the Cavyaliiers were at Shrewsbury they plundred moſt of the honeſt mens 
houſes both in that Towne and Country adjacent, and tooke their Cartel}, and 
did drive them to their quarters, and what they could nor cate they drove to ſome 
ether places and there ſold them, and when they had made a prey of all 'that they 
could meete with about Shrewsbury, they played the like prankes at Bridg-north, 
and other places thereabouts, and at their going away out of thar Country, befides 
what hurt they did at Kittermafter and Bewdly, which bought theirfreedome at a 
very dearc rate ; they carried away with them all the Butter, Cheeſe, Bacgn and 
ether proviſions they could find, which bath bred a great ſcarcity thereof. 

From thence they went to a Town called Burmegam in Warwickſhire , where 
without any reſpe& of perſons rhey tell ro plunder che whole Town, and took all the 
money, platc, and other things that were ofany value thar they could finde, and nor 
being content therewith , they came to diyerle perlons ot ability ( which by re«ſon 
ofthcir forwardneſle to give them encertainment, and ſhewing them friendſhip) ex= 
peed other uſage at their hands) and held their piſtols charged againſt cheir breaſts, | 
with mzny wicked impricatiqns , that if they conteſſed nor where the reſt of their 
monie was, they would {hoot them thorough ; by which means they got the whole 
wealth of that Town, and ſpoiled their Utenſclls of houſhold-ſtuffe and other things 
which they were not able to cary away with tnem, and ſoleft it in a miſctible con- 
dition : and yettheir wicked defires rode miſchict not being (atisfied, they made an 
atrempt to fixe the whole Towne ; but by reaſon that they were ſudgainely pur to 
Aight through feare of the Parliaments Forces which were marching af.er them, they 
went 2way unſatisfied in that particular. " ;

"He occaſion of this Declaration was for the reſtraint-of Armed men from comming to 
4 theParliament, to difturbthe Peace of it, and is very improperly alledged for the 
maintenance of ſuch Leayies,as are now raiſed againſt the Parliament, The title of the 
Statute being thus, To all Parliaments, and Treaties , every man ſhallcome without Force - 
and Armes, So that the Queſtion is net , whether it belong to the King or no to reſtraine 
fach force; Bur ifthe King ſhall refuſe to diſcharge that Duty and Truſt , Whether there is 
not a power in the two Houſes, to provideforthe ſafety oftheParliament, and Peace of the 
Kingdom, which is the end, for which the Ordinanceconcerning the Aſilita was made,and 
being agreeable tothe ſcope 8& purpale of che Law,tannot in Realon be adjudged to be con- 
trary to it; For although theLay do affirm it to bein:the King, yer it doth notexclude thoſe, 
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in whom the Lay hath placed a power for that parpoſe ; As itrthe Courts of Juſtice, the 4 * 
Shetiffs,and other Officers and Miniſters ofthoſt Coutts. And as their power” is derived from ** 
the King by His Patents, yet cannot it be reſtrained by His Majeſties command, by His 
great Seale, or otherwiſe, much leſſe can the Power of Parliament be concluded by His Ma- 
jeſties command, becauſe the Authority thereofis of a higher , and more eminent nature 
than any of thoſe Courts. | 
It is acknowledged, That the King is the Fountaine of Jultice, and ProteQion'; But 
the Acts of Tuſtice, and ProteQion, arenot exerciſed in His own Perſon, nor depend-upon 
His pleaſure, but by His Conrts , and by His Miniſters , who mutt doe their Duty therein , 
though the King in his own Perſon ſhould forbid them ; And therefore , if Judgements 
ſhould be given by them againſt the Kings Will and Perſonall command, 'yet are they the 
Kings Judgements, 
The High Court of Parliament, isnot only a Court of Judicature,enabled by the Lawes, 
toadjudge , and determine theRights, and Liberties of the Kingdom, againſt ſuch Pa- 
tents, and Grants of His Majeſty, as are prejudiciall thereunto ; although ſtrengthened 
both by His Perſonall Command , and by His Proclamation, under the great Seale : But 
it is likewiſe a Councell to proyide for the neceſhities , prevent the imminent dangers, and 
preſerve the pulike Peace and ſafety of the Kingdom, and to declare the Kings pleaſure in 
thoſethings as are requiſite thereunto;; and what they do herein, hath the Stamp of Royall, 
Authority, alchough His Majeſty ſeduced by evill Eonnfell, doin His own Perſon, oppoſe 
or interrupt the ſame.For the Kings Supreame Power, and Royall Pleaſure, is exerciſed and 
declared in this High Court of Law, and Councell, after a more eminent and obligatoty 
manner, then it can be by any perfonall A& orReſolution of His Own. es 
Seeing thereforethe Lords and Cominons , which are His Majeſties great and Higheſt 
Councell, haye ordained, That for the preſent and neceſſaty Defence of the Realm,the Trai- 
ned Bands, and £Hilitia of this Kingdom ſhould be ordered according to that Ordinance, . 
And thatthe Town of Hullſhould be committed to the Cuſtody of Sir 15h» Hotham, to _ 
be preſerved from the attempts of Papiſts and other malignant perſons , who thereby mighe | 
put the Kingdome into a combuſtion, which isſo farre'from being a Force againſt the Kings 
peace,that it is neceſſary for the keeping & ſecuring therof,and for that end alone is intended: 
and all his Majeſties loving Subjects,as well by that Law as by other Lawes , are bound to 
be obedient thereunto , and what they doe therein is according to that Law tobe inter. 
preted to bee done inayd ofthe King, in diſcharge of that Truft which he is tied to per- 
forme : and it is ſofarre from being liable to puniſhment, that if they ſhould refuſe to do 
it, or be perſwaded by any Commiſſion or Command of his Majeſty to dce the contrary, 
they might juſtly be puniſhed for the ſame,accordingrtothe Lawes and Uſages oftheRealm: 
for the King, by his Soveraignty , is not enabled to defiroy his people, but to prote&t and 
defend them; and the high Court of Parliament, and all other his Maicſties Officers, and 
Miniſters, ought to be ſubſervient to-that Power and Authority,which the Law hath placed 
in his Majeſty to that purpoſe,though he himſelf in his own perſon ſhould neglect the ſame. 
' Wherefore the Lords and Commons doe declare the ſaid Proclamation to be voyd in 
Law, and of none effe&, For that by the Conſticution and Policy of this Kingdom , the 
King by his Proclamation cannot declare the Law contrary to the Judgement and Reſolu - 
tion of any of the inferiour Courts of Juſtice, much leſle againſt rhe High Court of Parlia- 
- ment ; for if it were admitted, that the King by his Proclamation may declare# Lay, 
thereby his Proclamations will in effe&t become Lawes,which would turneto the ſubyerting 
of the Law of che Land, and the Rights, and Liberties ofthe Subjects, 
And the Lords and Commons doe require and command , all. Conſtables, Perty-Con- 
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Rables.and all other his Majeſties Officers, and Subje&s whatſoever, to miſter, levy rajſe 
march; and exerciſe, or to ſummon or warn any upon warrant from the Lievtehants, Depy- 
ty-Licvtenants, Captains, or other Officers of the trained Bands, andalt others according 
totheſaid Ordinance of both Houſes ; and ſhall not preſume to muſter, Icvie, raiſe, march, 
or exerciſe, by vertue of any Commiſion, or other Authority whatſoever, as they will an- 
ſwer the contrary at their perils; and in their ſo doing, they da further declare, That they 
ſhall be protected by the power and authority of both Houſes of Parliament : And thar

raigne of the late Queen Flizabeth, but never. executed in her 
time.nor diſcovered till moſt of the Members of thatParliamenr 
were dead, no Catholick of this kingdom could injoy his life, 
eſtate or libertie, if the ſaid ftatute were executed, whereunto 
no impediment remained, but your Majeſtics prerogative, and 
power,which were indeavourcd to be clipped or taken away,as 
is before rehearſed, then the plot of deftruion, by any Army 
out of Scotlaxd, and another of the malignant party in England 
muſt be executed, the feares of thoſe twofold deſtruions, and 
their ardent defire to- maintain thar juſt prerogative , which 
might encounter and remove it, did necefitate ſome Catholicks 
inthe North about the twoand twentieth of @Fober, 1641. to 
rake Armes , in maintenance of their Religion , your Maieſties

were lighted by the ſaid Lords-Iuſtices, who with the ſwaying 
part of the faid Caunſell, and by the advice of the ſaid two im- 
peached Iudges, glad of any occaſion to pur off the Parliament, 
which by the former adjournment was to meet ſoon after , cau- 
ſed a Proclamation to be publiſhed on the three and twentieth of 
the ſaid Moneth of OFober 1641. therein accuſing all the Catho» 
licks of Ireland of diſloyalty, and therby declaring thatthe Par- 
liament was prorogued, untill the fix and twenticth of Februa 
following : within a few dayes after the ſaid three and twentiet 
day of O#eber,1641.many Lords and other perſons of rank and 
quality, made their hymble addrefle to the Lords-Tuſtices and 
counſe), 8 made it evidently appear unto them,that the ſaid pro- 
rogation was againſt Law, and humbly beſought the Parliament 
might fir,according to the former adiournment, which was then 


the only expedient to compoſe or remove the then growing diſ- - 


contents and troubles of the land; And the ſaid Lords-Iuftices, 
and their party of the Counſell, then well knowing that the 
Members of both houſes throughout the kingdom, (a few in

and about Dabliz only excepted ) would ſtay from the meetins 
of both houſes, by reaſon of the ſaid prorogation , by proela- 
mation two dayes before the time, gave way the- Parliament 
might fit, bur ſo limited.that noAR of grace or any thing elſe for 
the peoples quiet or ſarisfaRion might be propounded or paſſed; 
and thereupon a few of the Lords and Commons appeared in 
rhe Parliament houſe, who in their entrance at the Caftle-brid ge 
and gate , and within the yard to the Parliament-houſe door 4 
and receſſe from thence, were invironed with a great number - 
of Armed men, with their match lighted, and Muskets preſented 
even to the breaſts of the Members of both houſes, none being 
admitted to bring one ſervant to attend him, or any weapon 
about him within the Caſtle-bridge ; yer how thin ſoever the 
houſes were, or how much over-awed, they both did ſupplicate 
the Lords-Iuſtices and Counſell, that they might continue for 
a time together, and expe the coming of the reſt of both hou- 
ſes, to rhe end they might quiet the troubles in full Parliament, 
and that ſome Acts of ſecurity granted by your Maieſty, and 
tranſmitted under the great Seale of Eng/avd, might paſle to ſer- 
tle the minds of your Maieſttes ſubie&s. To theſe requeſts, fo 
much conducing- to your: Maieſties ſervice, and the ſertlemear 
of your people, a flar denyall was given, and the ſaid Lords- 
Luſtices and their party of the Counſell, by their working with 
their party in both houſes of Parliamenr, being then very thin as 
aforeſaid, propounded an order ſhould be conceived: in Parlia- 
ment that the ſaid diſcontented Gentlemen. took Arms in :re-. 
bellious manner, which was reſented much by the beſt affe&ted 
of both houſes, but being awed as aforeſaid, and'credibly in- 
formed of ſome particular perſons amongſt them, ſtood in op- 
poſition thereunto, that the ſaid Muſquetiers were direQted to- 
ſhoot them-attheir-going out of the Parliament houſe, through 
which terrour, way was given to that order, Notwithſtanding 


all the before mentioned proyocations , preſſures, and indignt- 
ries, the far greater and more conſiderable party of the Catho- 


ticks, and all the Cities and Corporations of Trelaud, and whole 
proviaces ſtood quiet in their houſes, whereupon, the Lords- 
Tuſtices and their adherents well knowing that many powerfull 
Members of the Parliament: of Zyeland, ſtood in oppoſition ro 
our Majeſty, made their principall application, and addrefſed 
xr diſpatches full fraught with calumnies and falſe ſuggeſti- 
ens againft che Cartholicks of this kingdomto them, an Pros 
| pounded 
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gens untothenn to ſend ſeverall great fer&s to Conquer the 
kingdom;thoſe ofthe malignant party here were by them armed, 
the Catholicks were nor only denyed Arms, but were diſarmed, 
even in the City of Dubliz, whichin all ſucceſſions of ages paſt, 
continued as loyall to the Crown of England, as any. City or 
place whatſoever. all other ancientand uſuall Cities and Cor- 
porate Townes of the kingdom, by means whereof principally 
the kingdom was preſerved in former times, were denyed arms 
for their money to defend themſelves : and exprefle order given 
by the ſaid Lords-Iuftices, to difarme al! Catholicks in ſome 
of the ſaid Cities, and Towns, others disfurniſhed, were itnhf- 
bired to provide Arms for their defence , and the ſaid Lords- 
Juſtices and Counſell having received an order of both houſes 
of Parliamentin E»glazd , to publiſh a. proclamation of pardon, 
unto all thoſe who were then 1n rebellion (asthey tearmed it) in 
this kingdom, if they did ſubmit by a day to be limited. The 
ſaid Sir William Parſons, contrary to this order,ſo wrought with 
his party of the Counſell;.that a proclamation was publiſhed of 
pardon , only in rwo Counties, ,and a yery ſhort day prefixed, 
and therein all free-holders were excepted:through which every 
. man ſaw that the eſtates of Catholicks were firſt aimed at., arid 
their lives-next : The ſaid Lords-Iuſtices'and their party having 
adyanced their deſign thus far, and not finding the ſuccefle an- 
{werable to their deſires, commanded Sir Charles Coor Knight 
and Baronet , deceaſed, to. march to the County of Wickloe, 
where he burnt, killed, and deftroyed all in his way; And ina 
moſtcruell manner, man, woman and child, perſons that had 
no appearing wills ro doe hurt, nor power to execute it; ſoon af- 
ter ſome foot-companies did march in the night by dire&ion of 
the ſaid Lords-Iuſtices, and their ſaid party ,. to the Town of _ 
Sawniry in Fingall,chree miles off Dublin, a Country that neither 
then, nor for the ſpace of four or five hundred yeares before 
did feel what troubles were, or war meant, but it was too ſweet 
and too neare., and therefore fir to be forced to armes ,' in that 
rown innocent husband-men, ſome of them being Catholicks, 
and ſome Proteſtants , raken for. Carholicks, were murthered 
in their Inne, and their heads carried triumphant into Dublin; 
next morning .complaint being made ofthis, no. redreſſe was 
obtained therein; whereypon ſome Gentlemen of quality, and 
others the inhabitants of the 'Country , ſeeing what was then 
aged, and what paſſed in the faid laſt march rowards the Coun-

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ty of Ficklee,and juſtly fearing to be all murthered, forſook rheir 
houſes, and were conſtrained to ſtand together in their own de- 
fence, though ill provided of Arms or Ammunition. Hereupon 
a proclamation was agreed upon ar. the Counſell board on the 
thirteenth of December, 1641. and not publiſhed or printed till 
the fifteenth of December , by which , the ſaid Gentlemen, and 
George King by name, were required to: come in, by or upon the 
eighteenth of rhe ſaid Monerh, 8 a ſafery was therein promiſed 
them. Onthe ſame day, another proclamation was publiſhed, 
ſummoning the Lords dwelling in the Engliſh-pale near Dubliy, 
toa Grand-Counſell on the ſeventceth of the ſaid Moneth: bur 
the I,ords. Juſtices, and their party of the Counſel], to rake a- 
way all hope of Accommodation, gave direion to the ſaid 
Sir Charles Coote , the ſaid fifreenth day of the ſaid Moneth of - 
December, to march to.Clowtarff, being the houſe and Town of ' 
the ſaid George King, and two miles from Dublin , to-pillage , 
burn, kill, and deſtroy all. that there was to be found;-which di-- 
re&ion was \-; ws particularly obſerved(in manifeſt breach 
of publike faith) by meanes whereof the meeting of the-ſaid' 
Grand- Counſel was diverted ; the Lerds not daring to come- 
within the power of ſuch notorious faith-breakers; ethe-confide-. 
ration whercof, and of other matters aforefaid, mad&thc Nobi- 


lity and Gentry of the Engliſh-pale, and other parts of the pro-- 
vince of Zeinfer fenfibleof the preſent danger, and por them- 


ſelves in the beſt poſture they could, for their naturall defence. 
and imployed Licentenant Colonel'Read,to prefenttheir humble 
Remonſtrance to your Sacred'Majeſty, andto declare unto you 
the tate of their affaires, and humbly ro-befeech relicf-andre- 
drefſe therein; the ſaid” Lieutenant: Colonel, mug -your Ma-- 
jeſties ſervantand imployed in publike truſt ( in which caſe the 
Law of Nations affords fatery- and prote@tion) was withourre- 
ard tocither, not only. ſtopped from proceeding in his imploy- 
ment, bur alfo tortured'on the racke.ar-Dublin:.

Fige-leaves of their faigned excuſes are ill put together, pretending the 
murther, robbery, and deſtrution of Your Majcſttes Proteſtant Subje&ts 
ſhould be for the-preſervarion of the ſaid confederate, whereas in truth Re- 
| {igion might teach them to diſcerne that the innocent blood they have thus 
cruelly and wantenly ſpilt would cry to Heaven, and ts Your Sacred Ma- 
jelty, Gods Vicegerent within Your Dominions,for a juſt revenge againſh 
em. 
Touching the fruſtrating of theſe Remonſtrants attempts to preſent com- 
plaintsto Y our Majeſty fince the Rebellion began, there will appeare no 
cruth in this ſuggeſtion, when all things are duely examined; nay it will ap- 
pearethat the Lords Tuſtices and Counſell have not concealed or debar- 
red them, or any thing that came from them, ta their Lords hands, but 
have furthered the ſame to Your Majeſties view or knowledge ſo faſt as 
they could : As firſt about the ſixt of November 1641. the Rebells of the 
County of Cavaz ſent up a preſumptuous Propoſition to the Lords Tuſtices 
and Counſell, which their Lordihips anſwered with all the moderation and 
fatisfaction that could ſtand with their duty, as may appeare by the ſame, 
and forthwith certified theone and the other to the late Lord Lieutenant, 
to whom Your Majeſty had expreſly commanded them to ſend all addrefles 
for the affatres of Irelind; after that when about the 23th. of December, 
3641, certaine Lords of the Pale had declared by a former Letter that they 
woald ſtand on their guard, and-after they had joyned with the Northerne 
Rebells in the ſiege of Drogheda, the Lords Tuftices received a Letter from 
ſeyen Lords of the Pale, wherein ( after ſome unjuſt Challenges made to 
the Loxds Iuſtices and Counſell ) ay ſignified they woyld not "_ to

to-carry all before them by ſurprize, or opea force; And indeed untill 
your Majeities Armies ( by acceſle of ſaccours ſent out of England ) had 
redeemed ſuch- of your proteſtant Snbzeas, as with life only eſcaped 
from that overwhelming deſtrution by theſe confederates nalacy | a= 
]2inſt-them., and enabled your Myjeſties diſtreſſed ſubje&s to make head 
axtinkt their bloudy cruelties, and that they felt their owne weakneſſe to 
maintaine their diſloyalty againlt.ſo potent a Monarch as your Majeſtie is ; 
Neither indeed had they any colour of: conplaint , the cauſe of priefe be- 
ing intirely on our fide...

[eff rezxſon then ever , having lately received .ſomuch grace, and fſariſ-

The ſecond overture which any of them made untothe Lords Tuſtices and 
Councell, was by a Letter written to the Earleof Caftlehaven, dated 
the 16th of March 164 1. ſigned onely by the Lords Gormonſtowne, 
Netterville, and Slane, in the ſtile of united Lords, wherein they 
deſired to. have a meeting in ſone convenient place, and that in 
che- meane- time there might: be a Ceſfation. of Armes: This the 
Earle ſent to the Lords Iuftices the 23th of the ſame moneth ; which was 
long after the Iriſh Army was beaten from Droghed ,* and* that your 
Majeſtics Army was fully Maſter of the field in all parts of the Pale, And 
then the Lords Inſtices and Councell thought not fit of themſelves to har- 
ken unto it, bur forthwith certifted rh2 ſams to the then Lord Licutenanr, 
deſiring your Maieſties direftions therein, And for their farther proceed- 
ing onthe 23th of March 1642. the Lord AZontgarrer ſent to the Earle of

defired it might-be. fhewed to the Lords Juſtices and* Counceit, that 
redrefle might be given ( which lay nor in their Lordihips powers ), yet 
this.alſs they ſent ro the- thea Lord Lieutenant to be ſhewed to your 
Maieſtie.

tioned z By all which it fully appeares the Lords Iuſtices .and Councelf, 
did no way fruſtrate any of their attempts to complaine to your Maicſtie, 

* For the ſenſe theſe Remonſtrants ſeeme now to--have of the late 
effafion of innocent bloud titere ; Tis well if they now beginne to be 
ſenſible of the effuſion of the innocent bloud whereof indeed thems 
ſelves only are guilty, which will more plainely appeare by diſtinguiſh 
ing the times, which they cauſeleſly confound : Your Miieſties ſub- 
ies being in. full peace, and truſting oaly to. the proteRion of your 
Maieſties lawes , theſe confederatcs and their bloudy inſtruments did 
in many parts of the Kingdome ſuddenly and trexcheroully aſſault 
and glut their long concealed malice, in- cruelly murthering by ſun-

fing them to gather the Forces of the Countrey , and to governe and cem- 
mand them for preſervation of the Subjects in peace, authorizing them in 
thoſe Commiſſions to parley with Rebels, proteA;and promiſe mercy to all 
that would returne to obedience; ſomuch confidence had the Lords Tuſtices 
in thoſe old Engliſh , and did deſire to make them affared of their truſt-: 
As the Lord Gormanſfton in Meath , Lord Montgarret in Kilkenny, Nicholas 
BarnWwel in Dublin, Walter Bagwel in Catherlagh,Lord of Lowth in Lowe, 
Sir Thomas Nugent inWeftmeath , Sir Robert Talbot 1nick{oe , Sir Iames 
Diton in Longford, and ſeverall others as well in Iſwnfter as Conanght, All 
which Commilſions ſo iſſued, even to ſo many of ofthe Remonſtrants them- 
felyes, were iſſued after the 23 of Ofober, and before the laſt of November, 
1641. In all which time, or afterwards , if they pleaſed , they might have 
| ſtaidthe ſpreading of the Rebellion , if promiſe of mercy could have done 
it, beſides ſeverall Commiſſions of Martiall Law to the Natives in each 
County. But they , contrary to all hope, not only forbare to protedt or re- 
duce any , but chey ſoone after joyned with the Northerne and other Re- 
bele, to the confuſion of the State and Government, and deltruftion and ba- 
niſhment almoſt of all Britiſh and Proteſtants : and as for thoſe few Ro- 
man Catholicks who ſtood firme in loyalticin thoſe unſeaſonable times, the) 
have been embraced and uſed with that love and afteftion by your Majefties 
Governours and Proteſtane ſubjeRs, 'which the Proteſtant ſubzeRts formerly 
ſhewed to them, and as the Proteſtants have been. 

As to their undutifull Challenge to your Majeſties Princely and deeply 
merited expreſſions in your gracious Commiſſion to your ſaid Lieutenant 
Generall of your Army, granted in compaſſion to theſe Remonſtrants,Youe 
Majeſties loyall ſubje&s cannot obſerve their preſumption without priefe 
of heart, but doe in all humilitie leave the ſameto Your Majelties moſt dif 
cerning judgement : Your Majeſties Proteſtant ſubjefs doe not beleeve, 
nor ever could obſerve that any of Your Governours or Proteſtant ſubje&s 
there haye either dire&ly or collaterally in adverſe affeRtion towards the 
Canfederates, advertiſed againſt, or otherwiſe repreſented thoſe Confede- 
rates to Your ſacred Majeſtie,thenthe truth urged, and their bounden duty 
w Your Majelfic and your ſervice preſſed them to doc. 
7 . Tothe firſt eArticle. 

Artic. 1. It ranneth upon -generalls, and is in ſubſtance generally un. 
true: yet in further dutifull care to give Your Majeſtic ſatisfaRtion, Inſtances 
herein are humbly offered tomaintaine the truth. 

Firſt; as to their yaunt of 1309 yeares unalterable profeflion of the now 
Romiſh Religion : It is moſt apparent in the learned Treatiſes of the Lord 
Archbiſhop of Arwegh, and otherwaies, that for above 600 yearcs within 
the ſaid time of 1300 yeares, the Religion profeſſed by the Clergie and peg. 
ple of Ireland, was more agreable to the une Proteſtant Religion __ by

Law eſtabliſhed, and by publique Authoritie maſntained in that Kingdom, 
then unto that Roman Catholike Religion, as they call it , whichthey doe 
now profeſſe, the free exerciſe whereof throughout that Kingdome, they 
by their confederacie and oath of Afociation are to maintain,and doe now 
by force authorize: And for moſt of the time afrer the ſaid 600 years,the Re- 
ligion profefled in that Kingdome was far otherwiſe then now it is profeſ- 
ſed and praftifed by theſe Confederates and ſome of their Anceſtors; for 
the Councell of Trext (which ended about the yeare 1563.) brought Arti- 
cles of Faith into the Church , farre different from the former Catholique 
faith; And this new Religion of Popery, is the Romiſh Religion, which 
they call Catholike , and is now profeſſed by them. And this is the great 
Antiquity of theſe Romaniſts preſent profeſſion , which they fay, they and 
their Anceſtors have ſo long unalterably profeſſed ( though that alſo in ſo 
large an extent is utterly untrue) for beſides what is declared in the Statute 
lawes in /re/and, enacted in the Reigne of King Henry the 8, and Queene 
Elizabeth , expreſſing the deteftation of thoſe Parliaments againſt the 
ropes uſurped authority in that Kingdome,his wreſting of Gods holy word 
and Teſtament ro his worldly and carnall affeRion , and entangling and 
troubling the juriſdiion and Regall power, and much uuquieting the peo- 
ple, making that nolawfull which by Gods Word is lawfull, and many ſuch 
like expreflions in ſeverall Statutes ; which ſhewes the genius of the peo- 
ple of Ireland at that time. It is cleere, that ſince the Reformation in the 
latter-end of the Reigne of King Henry the 8- in all the time of King E4- 
Ward the 6. and Queen Elizabeth, the Natives of that Kingdome, Anceſtors 
to theſe Confederates, (howſoever perhaps in mind popiſhly affeRed ) ac- 
cording to the ignorance of thoſe times, did generally without ſcruple re- 
ſort to the Proteſtint Ceurches in all places where any Protcſtant Clergie 
could reſid8, untill about the 13. yeare of Queene Z/izaberh, that the Bull 
of Pizs Ovintus was ſent into Ireland; And then began ſome perſons of 
note to ſtand at diſtance : Bur after that they did alſo generally come to 
Church both in Townes and Country, till about the 3o yeare of Queen E1:- 
 zabeth,that the Spaniards, wracked upon that Coaſt, difperſed themſelves 
into the Townes and ſeverall other parts, and left generally many evill im- 
 preſfions, which cauſed ſome more wilfulneſle in Recuſancie; yet after that

Maieſty and your Government, and againſt Your Officers and Miniſters, 
which is no other then Art uſed to cover, or (if it were poſſible ) excuſe 
their odious murthers, and other cruelties now committed upon Your Ma- 
jeſties Proteſtant SubzeRs , ſothey have preſumed to taxe Your gracious

jeſtie to confirmall thoſe Graunts; And alto in ſending C6miſſioners to-exa« 
mine grievances,and inſtructions for the general caſe of the people, All which 
by the Governaurs and Officers there, was moſt wlilingly obeyed & perfor- 
med, ſo farre as waspofſible, or might any wages Rand with your Majeſties 
ſexvice,and the general happineſſe ofthe Kingdom as is more particularly ex- 
preſſed in-part,in the anſwer to the precedentArticle,and ſhal heceafter herein 
appeare at full; All which ſhould have wrought love and obedience in their 
hearts to fo gracious a King,and thankfulneſs to his Miniſters, who beſtowed 
daily labour for their benefir,as appeared wel in the encreaſe of the Kingdom 
in all riches,and worldly ſubſtance, far beyond all former rimes,( there being 
no ſuch preſſures as might occaſion ſuch outcry) and ſhould have reſtrained. 
their unjuſt malice to the Engliſh Government ; But their deſperate hatred to 
Proteſtants in general,and to Engliſh Goyernours & Miniſters of State, how 
beneficial ſoever to them,far beyond any of their own working,or endeyours, 
was ſo uncef[ant and prevalent, as brought forth all theſe curſed eyents, and 
heathenich cruelties ; And in particular for officers named in this Article, and 
other Engliſh officers ( if particulars may come toan exat examination) 
i will be moſt cleare ; That they have done inore for the generall peace and 
proſperitie of the Kingdome, then any of theſe Remonſtrants ever offered 
to doe or could doe; And if the Engliſh Governours and Officers would 
have concurred, or connived with theſe Remonfſtrants praRtiſes for ſerting 
up Popery, and the Abridgement and Dimigution of your Majeſties Prero- 
Satives, Authorities, Rights and profits (to which end moſt of their pre= 
tended grievances and complaints are framed and deviſed ) they might have 
enjoyed their more tollerable reports and approbation ;- the coitrary wheres 
* they deſerved not, neither will it appeare that they have been queſtioned - 
for any particular;injuſtice, oppreſſion, or private diſaffeRion, unlefſe they 
be charged with the juſt deteſtation of the Remonſtrants, perfidious breach. 
of faith-ro.your Majeſtic, ant undeſerved cruelties committed upon: your: 
Majeſties faithfull Miniſters, and/innocent Proteftant ſubjets, who could' 
be no way guilty of the pretended terrours and” miſ-behaviours of your 
Majcſties Governours and Miniſters, if any ſuch were, neither is. this reJu- 
ation and hatred in thoſe of the Iriſh, and ſuch of the old Engliſh, as after | 
degeneration.Joyned.with them againſt the.

It was the ſamein the raigne of Q ueeve Elizabeth, as 
is evident, and in all other times, when the Kings of England endeyoured 
reformation or reducement there. 

To the 4h Article, The parts of this Article conſiſting of Generalls are 
- untrue,and unjuſtly deviſed to traduce your Majeſties gracious Government 
in all the parts thereof, as farre as theſe Confederates can invent ; Firſt,there 
are no adherents or inſtruments who haye dealing in the Court of Wards, 
other then the three {worne Judges, and the ſworne Officers thereof, which 
are not many, againſt whom in particular no juſt complaint did in twentie 
years appeare,not in the times of the inolt tri XGovernours, who would have 
been (as was thought)apt to give ready eare unto them,neither can it appeare 
that any wilfully erronious Decrees or Judgements were ever given in that 
Court , in which point the Confederates would not have beene wilfully fi- 
lent, if they had had juſt cauſe to complaine of any ſuch, as they never had ; 
neither were the heires of Roman Catholiques, Noblemen, or others cruelly 
and tyrannically dealc withall, which are ſcandalous, and to your Majeſtic 
undutifull rearmes, and finifſterly deviſed ; But on the contrary it is evident 
by the records, orders, and proceedings of that Court ever ſince the EreRion 
thereof ; That all Decrees and Judgements there given, were grounded on 
an orderly proceeding in a Chauncery courſe, according to your Majeſties 
Commiſſion in that behalfe, Counſell on both ſides freely heard, and all par- 
ties convinced of the juſtneſle of every Decree or judgement there given,and 
all tollerable reſpeRt and moderation uſed in executing the fame, ſo as no man 
could juſtly complaine j All which part of chat Judicature was wholly go- 
yerned by the Attorney of that Court, who is well able to anſwer for it; It 
alſo appeares by the Records and Entries'in that Court, that ſince the Erecti- 
on thereof in fayour to all your Majelties Subje&ts, aſwell Papiſts as Pro» 
teſtancs above two hundred Wardſhips were granted to the friends of the 
Ward, or unto others. of their nomination, ({ who in ſome cafes might better 
be truſted) to the uſe of the heire, for payment: of their debts, preſervation of 
their houſes, ſuſtentation and preferment of younger Sons and Daughters, if 
not provided for by the Anceſtor, and their lands leaſed to their moſt reſpon- 
ſible friends to the ſame uſes, and good ſecurity given for accompt ; Moſt of 
all which if the Judges ofthar Court had been regardlefle of the heires and 
other children, or carefull to raiſe profit to themſelyes or their friends, they 
might have granted to others by force of their Commiſſion and inſtructions z 
yet none were granted to ſtrangers to their owne uſe, except by your Maje- 
Ries immediate Warrants, or in ſome few caſes, where the parties negleRed 
many Tearms,or refuſed to proſecute,or where they obſtinately oppoſed the 
Kings Tytle, and fo of neceſſity ir was profecuted at great charge and travell 
by others by allowance of the Court, which could not otherwiſe be done,and 
this manger of granting was the ſafeſt way for the heire, for it being in a

Atcangers name to the uſe of the Wlge rn ſtrict bonds taken for accompr, 
every friend or kinſman of che heire or younger Children,c{pying any abuſe 
of their eſtates, would be apt to informe ( often without caule or ground, ) 
Wheras on the other fide if the ſame had been left to the order of the friends, 
there would haye been none to informe againſt them ; The Judgrs of that 


Court alſo did take order attually to pay many of thoſe heires debts, our of 


| the heires eſtate, in ſome caſes 1000. pounds, if the Wardſhip continued any 


time, in other caſcs leſſer ſurunes, as they could enforce the money received 
( out of their friends the truſtees hands ) who would ofcen endure impriſon- 
ment ere they would pay it in. They alſo oftea appointed porticns for 
Daughters and younger children, many times alſs by labour and ſuite pre- 
ſerved their eſtates from encroachment of friends and neighbours, and ſe- 
cured for them their Leaſes, Chattels and Debts, if they could diſcover any ; 
And laſtly tooke care of their Marriages as farre as they could, and fpe- 
cially of their Evidences ; Iris alſo manifeſt that the Compoſitions taken 
for Marriages of Wards, Lyveries, onſter le maynes, Allienations and other 
contempts, were yery eafie and moderate, the values of the eſtates, and the 
charges and incumbrances thereupon duly confidere!, your Majeſlie al- 
wayes receiving but a ſmall part of what was juſtly dae to your Majeſtic, 
andin many caſes lefſe then by your Mjefties inſtrutions the graces was 
ordained ; Ic is alſo moſt apparanr, that if che heires were ſo under age, as 
any Way fit for ſchooling, they were by the care of that Court brought 
up in the Proteſtanc Religion, and other good learning, for which purpoſe 
by the care of that Court of Wards ſpeciall houfes, honeſt and religious 
Overſeers, Schaole-maſters, and Uſhers were waged and ordained, many 
of the Wards ſent to the Colledge, when they were fit for it, whereby they 
were all in the view of the Maſter, brought up and inflrufted in the true 
Religion, and in all other good literature and knowledge, fitring their qua- 


litie, and by this meanes ſeverall Noblemen and Gentrie are at this day good 


Proteſtants and loyall SubjeRs, and for thoſe that afterwards forſooke the 
Religion and became Papiſts, if they be compared with any of their qua« 
litie in the Kingdome, their abilitie and behaviour will teſtifie their edica- 
tion farre ſurpaſſing the others bred in the Countrey ; All which feyerall 
Cares, as well for education as ordering their eſtates, were in to::ner times 
negleRed and forborne, and never any ſuch courſe held; And as to the 
difallowing of Tenures of mean Lords,and avoyding of eſtares valid in law 
by unjuſt judgement , Tr is a caafeleſſe imputation, for ic is muit apparant

co the opinion of the Attorney, the Maſter, by your Majefties gracious in- 
fructions, called others of the moſt learned and grave Judges, who upon 
arguments on both ſides reſolyed the queſtion, and fo the judgement paſled ; 
Belides, if differences at any time happened betweene the Judges of that 
Court, They had by your Majeſties inſtruRions a reſort to the Court of 
Chancery, wherethey wete to fit wich the Lord Chancellour and other 
Judges, and there was to be the finall determination, where the Judges of 
the Court of Wards did only once (it on that occafion, there being cauſe

Crowne ; In that Kingdome, ſuch is the refraRorineſle and diſobedience of 
—_— of choſe pretended Catholiques, as thoſe Officers were driven to ex+ 
prefle then, and attend feyerall ( diſappointed ) dayes to their no ſmall tra 
yell and loſſe, and at laſt content themſelyes with bare fees ; And for Purſui- 
vants there are but two belongins to that Court and their neceffary ſecyants, 
And thoſe never uſed but in caſes of contempt, And thoſe contemprts inany 
times multiplied ; 2nd in cafe of non-payment of your Majeſties moneys, the 
uſe of whom che Court were necefitated unto,and could not forbeare, unleſſe 
they would contrary to their oathes, ſuffer your Majeſtic toloſe your Majeſties: 
legall and juſt profits, And truly afwell may theſe Remonſtrants, charge the

In the fit Article the Remonſtcants doe till inculcate | counts of put« 
poſe.to ſcandalize that government, where in truch none ſuch were of any 
moment, other then that which was for the ſervice of the Crowne and bene- 
fit ofthe Kingdome, which they call greivances, or where the publike ne- 
ceffities of the Kingdome iuſtly required it, or the irregular carriage of ſome

_ Glotworthie did, or expreſſed in that Commons Houſe againft Catholiques, 


was not knowne to the Proteſtants of: /re/ard, nor is it materiall, neither 1s: 
it beleeved that any thing was.there moved, plotted, or contrived againſt 
thoſe Reimonſtrants, or that that Parliament reſolved any ſuch deftruRive 
courſe againſt them, till they had declared themſelves in the late horrid Re+ 
bellion, and maſſacred, robbed, and fpoyled your Majefties peaceable and 
conformable Brirtiſh and ProteRant SubjeRs ; But the Remonſrants dee 
praQiſe, by eonfounding of times to gaine ſome cover for their inhumane 
perpetrations ; For their other fearfull ſpeculation of the deplorable and de- 
ſperats condition they were-in, by the above mentioned-Statute of: 2. Ez. 
which they ſcteme to wonder ar, as a thing lately found amongſt theRecords 
there, but never executed in that Princefle time, nor diſcoyered till moſt of 
that Parliament were dead; - By the danger of.which Statute they-ſay, no 
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Catholique in that: Kingdome cold enjoy his eſtare, life, or liberty, if 
executed, . | | 
To this gp anſwered, that ſeyerall Statutes were enaRed in that ſc- 
cond yeare of that glorious Queene, And which State jt is, that thoſe Re- 
monſtrants do to much tremble at is not here underſtood ; But it is beleeved 
that thoſe Remonſtrants pretend to find themſelyes ſo much greived with 
the firſt Chapter ofthoſe Statures,firſt for that it was made principally to 
repeale the Statutes made by Q yeene ary, wherein that Q ueene repea- 
led all Lawes-made by King 7. 8. againſt uſurped forraigne power, iuril- 
ditionand authority, and to ſet up ſome other authorities and judicatures 
in the Church, the miſcheifs and inconyenlence whereof are in that Statuts 
of ſecunds declared, whereunto js to be added, that the continuance of ſuch 
a forraigne power in matters Eccleſiaſticall would utterly |baniſh all Prote- 
Rant Subjects out of that Kingdom,and leave your Majeſtic few good Sub- 
je&s there, for that the Popiſh party (being difſolved from their tuſt depen- 
dancy on your Majeſties authority in matters Ecclefialticall, which in true 
confideration, concernes the halfe of your Majeſties Royall Soveraigne, will 
apply chemſelyes for all matters of fpirituall cognizance;to the Pope,in whoſe 
power it inay be to diſcharge them-from alleigeance in civill cauſes; as he 
hath often done to other Princes, whichhe will not ſpare to doe, for his ad- 
vantage, and to keepe on foot his old claymes. And in the ſecond place to 
reſtore to the Crowne the Ecclefiaſticall juriſdition which ofright belono- 
eth thereunto, And to authorize apt Miniſters for ordering and diſpenſati- 
on thereof, for the better eſchewing thoſe miſcheifes both to Pcince and peo- 
ple, atid to revive certaine Alts repealed by Quueene ary: And for the 
penall part thereof again(t ſuch as ſhall maintayne and defend the authori- 
ty, preheminence, power or juriſdiRion ſpirituall or Ecclefiaſticall of any 
forraigne Prince, Prelate, Perſon, State, or Potentate; Ir is to be anſwered, 
That that Statute is not introduRtive, or 'maketh any new cryme; for 'that 
offence was formerly Treaſon by: the law, for the firſt offence ; But that 
Statute mittigateth the ſeverity of puniſhment, and maketh it not Treaſon 
till thethird offence commirred, after the ſecond conviction: and attaynder 
and giveth a great releife tothe offendors touching the time of proſecution, 
fo that the SnbjeRts terror is lefſe then it was before : The refidue of that 
law appointeth what 'manner of perſons ſhalbe fir for promotiary in the 
Church, or imployment under your Majeſtic in civillaffaires, and how Li- 
veries ſhall be ſued by your Majeflies Tennants, the reſtrigtion whereof 
isin your Majeſties hands to tnoderate at your gracious pleaſure, where- 
in they have oflate had good experience of your princely clemency, And: 
havelictle cauſe ſo to exclaime againſt your Majefties Lawes, as deftruRiye 
to their lives, eſtates and Liberties. 


If thoſeRemonſirants doſo ftartle at the ſccond Chapter of that Seſſi» - 
on, It may well be faid here is a great noiſe of danger, but little burt done, 
and concerning theſe to Statutes, they were no ſuch concealed things for: -

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they were printed amongft all the Statutes of the Kingdome then printed 


about the 16 yeare of Q ueene Elizabeth when few of thoſe Parliamene 
men were dead, and they were put in execution - ſeverally, ſoone afcer che 
Statutes were made, and long before that Q ueene died, as appeares by the 
Records extant, Only for the ſecond: Chapter, ir may be ſaid that it was 
not ſo frequently pur in execution for certaine yeares after the Statute made, 
becauſe all men for the moſt part in that Kingdome, when there were any 
interyalls of peace, did come to Church though many of them went to Mafle 
alſo : Recuſancy was little then heard of, or in many yeares after, as is be- 
tore declared ; But when Recuſancy began over boldly to looke the Go- 
yernment in the face, and that not jog 4 many euill effteRs of Popery be- 
ga to be dangerous to the ſafety ofthe Kings Majeſties good people, and 
government : Thenthar Statute was at ſeverall times put inexccution, yet 
without danger to-any mans life, oreſtate, neither is rhere any thing in thar 
Statute that may threaten any mans life, or eſtate; the moſt binding part of 
that Statute, being bur to ſettle and maintaine the booke of Common pray- 
er, and other Ocders, Ornaments, and Ceremonies in the Church and 
Churchmen, and requires all ſubjefs aſwell Proteſtants as Papiſts to come 
ro Church every Sonday and Holy day having notlawfull cauſe of abſence 
upon paine to forfeit 9 d for every ſuch daies abſence, And that limmited to 
an inditment to be found at the next Seffions . or Afſizes, after the offence 
commuted, unlefſe men would wilfully abuſe themſelves, aſwell towards 
God, as the authorized Church and government. _ In which caſes, other 
penalties are 2ppointed not reaching to life. In which Statute alſo are other 
favourable clauſes for the eaſe ofthe people farre from provoking thoſe Re- 
monſtrants, toenter into the lace hatefull conſpiracy againſt your Majeſty 
your Lawes, and iuſt prerogatives, or.to commit. ſuch outragious cruelrics. 
upon your Majeſties Brittiſh and Proteſtant ſubjeRs, as they have done, 
The ſame Lawes being now in force here in England, and much more 
ſharpe againſt Papiſts, and theſeLawes in Ireland haye now bin in force a- 
bove foureſcore yeares, yet no man ever loſt his life cr: eſtate, upon eicher 
of theſe Lawes, nor Liberty for any long time, yet do. thole Remonſtrants 
from this, and the other wilde fiGion of 1 0000 Scots (then not ſo much as 
thought on to come thither, but long after agreed on, afcer your Majeſty - 
under your owne royall ſignature had appointed and authorifed ſeveral 
perſons of quality to be Collonels to proſecute Rebells and ſent upon ne- 
ceſſity to preſerve your Majeſties Crowne and Kingdome againſt thoſe con- 


federats moſt unnaturall and horrid attempts) take the boldnefſe ro avow 


the ARts ofthe Northerne Rebels on the 23 of Offober 1641 as neceſſita- 
ted thereto for preſervation of their Lives Liberties and Eſtates, for main- 
tenance of their religion, and for your Majeſties rights, which none there 
(except themſelves) ever moved or offered to oppoſe or impeach, which 
Northerne rifing is by Declaration made by many of themſelves in Parlia- 
ment in November 1641 and by their advice printed, profeſſed and pub- 
liſhed to be a traiterous and rebellious taking up ofArmes againſt your Ma- 


jelty 
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jeſty they then ſeeming to deteſt Net bom their abhomitable and inhyu= ©- 
maine actions of mutthers and other outrages therein, ſpecified, therein alſo 
proteſting to maintaine the rights of your Majelties Crowne and Govern- 
ment againſt the ſaid Rebels whom they then acknowledged to be Rebels, 
and to tight againlt your Majeſtics Rights and Government, and whom 
now they palliate with the attribute of diſcontented Gentlemen:Neither was 
that Dcclaration enforced from the Parliament as they ſuggeſt, bai by due 
courſe paſſed, as well appeares by the paſſages thereof, appearing in the 
bookes ; And in further preſutyption, thoſe Remonftrants zfhrme, that thok 
Northerne Traitors did ſend Declarations to the Lords Juſtices and Coun« 
ſell, humbly deſiring to be hefrd in Parliament ; which is moſt untrue, there 
never comming any Declaration oc other motion from any of them, to the 
Lords Juſtices and Counſell, other then a preſumptnous propoſition from 
thoſe of ({avan, which their Lordſhips anſwered, and certified to the then 
Lord Leivtenant as is before mentioned. Neither is it to be wondred at that 
theſe confederats paſſe over fo {lightly the cruell murders and maſſacres a&t- 
cd upon your Majeſties Proteſtant SubjeRs in Y//ey and elſe where in time 
of full peace, (your Majeſties Proteſtant SubjeAs not being in any poſture 
of defence by reaſon of the ſuddennefle of their ſurpriſe) confidering- the 
little defence the confederats are able to make againſt thoſe knowne maſſa- 
cres. And as to the Proclamation on the'23 of Oftober 1641 publiſhed by 
the Lords Juſtices and Counſell ro make knowne the-preſervation of your 
Majefties Caftle and City of D#bl, and to publiſh the diſcovery of the 
conſpiracy of ſome evill affeQed Iriſh Papiſis, wherein all good Subjects are 
adinoniſhed to take comfort, .to ftand one their defence and preſerve the 
peace ; There is in that Proclamation no mention at all of any Prorogation, 
and whereas afterwards divers of the pale, and other old Engliſh, petitioned 
| the Lords Juſtices and Counſell, raking offence at the werds Iriſh Papifts, - 
wherein there being no diſtinRion they might doubt themlſelyes inyolved , 
The Lords Juſtices and Counſell being render leaſt they(in whoſe fidelity 
their Lordſhips then reſted confident) ſhould rake umbrage at any their - 
expreſſions , did by. their printed Declaration dated the 29 of the ſame 
Oftober, publiſh and proclaime, That by the words, Iriſh Papifis they in- 
tended the meere old Iriſh in the Province of Y{ſter, and none of the old 
Engliſh ofthe Pale or other parts. True it is that on the 27 of Ofever 1641. 
The Lords Juſtices by advice of the Counſel, and for the neceffity of the 
time (many members of thoſe houſes being then in Rebellion, and many 
ſlayne or hanged, by the Rebels, and ſome impriſoned, and ſome beſciged 
n their houſes by them) did proclaime a prorogation of the Parliament, 
from the dayes of the former adjournmentin November 1 64r till the 24 of 
Febraary following, yet that Proclamation not to ſtand for a protogation_ 
(as conceived-not fully warranted by Law,) but was done in' thoſe danges- 
rous times to preyent concourſe at Dublin, to preſerve'the members of th:

ſaid moneth they were there gathered together in bands about one thouſand 
rwo hundred men armed, ( as was informed to the Lords Juſtices and 
Counſell, ) Their Lordſhips therefore on the ninth day of December aforce 
ſaid, ſent a Warrant to the ſaid Nettervi/e and the reſt, in milde manner, 
ſignifying to them the unſealonableneſle of the time choſen for ſuch an a&, 
that howloevera conltruRion night be made thereof to their diſadyantage, 
yet their Lordſhips were unwilling to make an indulgent interpreration 
of their ations, in _ of their good. opinion they had of their loy- 
altie, and conceiving there was ſome miſtake in thar enterprize, they did 
chooſe rather tro command them on their dutie of allegiance forthwith. to 
ſeparate themſelves and no more to unite in that manner, without dire&tion 
from their Lordſhips... And that the ſaid Verrervile and fix others of the 
principal} of them, ſhould appeare before their Lordſhips the then next 
morning, to ſhew cauſe for their ſo aſſembling, and thereof not to faile 
at their extreame perils ; All which notwichſanding, the ſaid WNerrervile 
and the reſt, did neither ſeparate, nor any of theny appeare as was com> 
manded, bur holding the Meſſenger, as in reſtraintthar night , did on the 
next day write a mutinous Letter to the Lords Juſtices, and Counſcll 
acknowledging the receipt of the ſaid Warrant, and ſetting-forth their 
feares, by reafon of the ſaid killing at Saztry, and orher rumouts of un- 
expeted attempts, and deſired to be ſecured of rheir:lives, which ſecurity 
was alſo granted them, bur they deſpiſed ir. Their intention being from 
another roote, and of a higher nature then to: meet in merriment in a; 
Market towne and ſhake hands + Theſe men continued at Swoards, and 
other Villages thereabuuts', tal about the tenth of farzary following, 
robes ſpoyling, and impriſoning all your Majcſties- Subjes, chat 
either lived thereabouts, or that offered to paſſe rhat way, being the 
roade to Drogheda, then ſtraitly befieged , and ſuffering no proviſions 
ro be brought to D#bliz that way, threatning alſo daily to affaulc D4b*- 
tiz-on the North fide from thence , and: from other great Companies of 
the ſame confederacie, out of ?ick/oe, and K:/dare, ſetled on the South 
ſide of the Citie, performing like hoſtile as, and giving out or ali ſides, 
that they would have, Maſſe in Chriſt-Church of Dwubliz, on Chriſtmas 
day next after :-All which time the Lords. Juſtices: and Counſell were 
pot able to ſend ſufficient forces agauaſt theme. 
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About the fourteenth day of that December, thoſe Rebells being en- 
creaſed in numbers from other parts, ſent two ſeyerall Rrong parties to 
Santry and Finglas , where, ans thy. agg 1 till the rwenty ſecond of the 
lame December, when they were beaten thenee by your Majeſties Forces ; 
Neither ot which-two places are above three miles from D#6/i, there ro 
bee-the more ready to annoy and ſet upon the Citie, when the reft of the 
parties to the defigne might bee ready, which neere approaches much Rrait- 
ned all things in the Citie : On the ſame fourteench day of December, 
thoſe Rebells at Sweards ſent another partie to C/antarffe, about a mile and 
halfe from D«bliz, which Village belonged to George King, who lay in 
Sarriſon with the ſaid Netrervile at Swoards, and whoſe hand was to their 
Anſwer formerly mentioned : And there gathering together from the other 
Villages on the Sea fide, about three hundced men, they ſhewed themſelyes 
on a high ground reere Claxtarfe, to the open view of the, Citic ; Thoſe 
Inhabitants being furniſhed with tore of ſtrong fiſher-boates, and having 
a few dayes before robbed and yled , ewo Engliſh Barkes lying ac 
Anchor, neere Claztar >, inthe us of Dablin, and threatning by them- 
felves and other Rebells which lay on the South fide of the harbour, 
{ where Iriſh Boats alſo were) to ſeize on all the ſhipping in the har- 
bour, and cither burne them, or make uſe of them to bool: up the hart- 
bour, fo to cutt off all accefle to that Port which he Lords Juſtices and. 
Counſell mnch feared, having then no ſhipping of ſtrength there z There- 
upon their Lordſhips found it of neceflty to adventure on ſome of thoſe 
parties to trie if they couJd diſperſe them, And therefore they conſidered! 
that thoſe at Saztry and Finglas, came thither by open force ; That thoſe 
linds belonged to honeſt ſubje&ts who had not then offended ; That the 
forementioned outragious at was commitred by thoſe at Clantarfe, And 
that the lands belonged to one in open hoſtilitie, who had given affiſtance 
or countenance to the aforeſaid rebellious a& of robbing the Barkes, and 
of robbing other your Majeſties Proteſtant ſubjeQs paſſing that way, and 
judging that that place and party threatned molt danger, in reſpeR of the 
harbour, And left other Fiſhermen, on that coaſt ( who for the moſt pare 
joyned with the Rebells, ) ſhould rake encouragement ro come and ſtreng» 
then thcir defigne againſt the ſhipping and harbour, conſidering alſo thay 
by the aſſiſtance of thoſe Coaſters, the Rebells of the County of Dablin, 
had formerly on the third day of December 1641. robbed an Engliſh 
Barke at Shzrries, about twelve miles from D#bliz, and that the goods 
were divided amonolt the Gentrie thereabouts, the principall part thereof 
being magazined at the Caſtile of Mafier Barzcwell of Brimore, a prins 
man, and ſome of the Engliſh carryed priſoners to the Lord of Gorman 
Fox. who ſent them Priſoners to Balrotiyy ; Thereupon the Lords Juſtices 
aud Counſell did order, that the Lievcepant 'generall of the Army ſhould 
ſend men ageialt them at Clantarfe, who accordingly did4 on the _—

day of that December ) ſend out Sir Charles Coore, with ſuch a party as 


could bee ſpared, to fall on thoſe men at Clantarfe, with direftion that 
if they could bear them, to burne that Village, and either deſtroy or 
bring away all.the Boats. This. was well performed by Sir (harles, 
who killed ſome of the Rebells jn: the place, and put the reſt to flight, 
where hee then found, aſwell in the houſe of the ſaid Kring as other houſes 
in the Towne, divers of the goods taken out ef the ſaid two Barkes, rob- 
bed at Clartarfe-; And by this meanes was firucken off much of that 
danger 3 And to-the-end it may further appeare, That the Lords of the 
Pale, eſpecially of Meath, were in the ſame_Confederacie with the Re- 
balls at Swoards, and other parts of Lejyſter, and not forced to take up 
Armes for their owne ſafety, nor fearing to bee murthered by any under 
the con mand of the Lords Juſtices and Counſell, as in the Remon- 
france is maliciouſly and ſcandaJoufly urged : the Lords Juſtices and 
Counſell ſeeing dangers thus mulriplyed- on. all fides, receiving Letters 
of intelligence fron all parts of rebellious As done, and: hearing many 
ftranve cumours of the generall combination bek re the ſaid meeting at 
Swoards, or killing at Sartry; ( robberies and ſpoyles being before that 
time committed on the Engliſh in every County in Zeizfter ) Their 
Lordſhips thereupon defired, in their great diſtreſſe, to have the advice 
and aſſiſtance of thoſe-Lords of the Pale, in whoſe fidelitie they former- 
1y much confided , as appeares by their comfortable expreſſion thercof, 
in Oftober before, aſwell to the then Lord Lievtenant in Exglazd, as to 
your Majeſties principall Sccretarie , the effe:t whereof appeared in the 
Parliament order fent thither thereupon ſoone after, and printed che twelfth 
of November 1641, wherein they declared that they conceived the Maſ- 
ſacre was intended aſwell againt your Majefties good SubjeRs, Antient 
Inhabitants of Engliſh blood, though -of the Romiſh Religion ( who 
havein former Rebellions given teſtimonie of theic fidelitie to the Crowne 
ef ENGLAND) »s againſt the Proteſtants, and that they intended 
to move your Majeſty for the encouragement of thoſe Engliſh or Iriſh, 
thar ſhould raiſe Horſe or Foote againſt the Rebells, that they ſhould 
bee honourably rewarded : and therefore on the third of the ſame Decem- 
ber, the Lords Juſtices and Ccunſell did write ſeveral] Lerters unto 
thoſe, and other Lords in and neere D#b/i», to meet together with the 
Lords Juſtices and Counſell at Dub/iz, the eighth day of the ſame moneth, 
to the end they might conferre with thoſe Lords, concerning' the 'preſenr 
Rate of the Kingdome, and the ſafery thereof and ſpecially of the Citie 
of Dxblin, in thoſe times of danger, to this the Earle of Fingall, and the 
Lords of Gormarſton, Slane. Dunſany, Nettervile, Lowth, and Trimletſ- 
zowre, by their Letter dated the ſeventh: of the ſame December anſwered: 
That they had cauſe to conceive their loyaltie was ſuſpeRed, and that they 
had received adyertiſement- that Sir Charles Coote at the Comſell By

had uttered ſome ſpeeches tehding *g purpoſe and reſolution to execute 
upon thoſe of their Religion a general! Maſſacre, whereby they were de- 
terred to Come, net haying ſecuriie for their lives, but rather thought fic 
to ſtand on their guard till they might heare from the Lords Juſtices and 
Counſell»how they ſhould bee ſecured ( They well knowing that the Lords 
Juſtices and-Counſe!l had no force, or having force had no intent to hurr 
them, unleſſe much greater cauſe appeared ) in which Letter they did 
mention the killing at Saxtry, which it ſeemes they had not then heard of, 
and could not take that for a ground of their rebellion as now they urge, 
and ſo they did forbeare to come as they were required, but the Earle of 
Kildare, the Lords Fitzwilliams and Honth, came at the day appointed, 
with whom Conference was had; Thereupon the Lords Juſtices and 
Counſell defirous and labouring by all the meancs they could, ro cleare all 
erronious conceptions in thoſe Lords, and to preyent their hurt, by any 
undutifull reſolutions, and aſmuch as they might to provide againſt any 
breach with them leaft chereby greater extremities might bee drawne up- 
on them, and the Rebells at Swoards might be raiſed, in ttomacke, did print 
and publiſh a Declaration dated the thi:teenth day of the ſame December, 
and ſent it thoſe Noblemen therein poſitively affirming, That the Lords 
Juſtices and Counſell, did never heare Sir Charles Coote.or any other, utter 
at the Councell boardor elie-where any ſuch ſpeeches rending to a pur- 
Poſe or reſolution xo execute upop thoſe of their profeiſion or upon any 
other,a genecall Maſſacre, and that that Board, never intended or meant co 
diſhonour your Majcſtie.or that State, or wound their owne conſciences, 
by harbouring the leaft thought of ſo odious, impious, and deteſtable a 
thing, upon any perſons whatſoever ; - And that they were and would 
| be ready to inflict due puniſhment upon any man againſt whom proofe ſhall 
be made of ſpeaking the fame: therein likewiſe requiring thoſe Lords to 
attend the Lords Juſtices and Counſcll at the Board, on the ſeventeenth 
day of the ſame moneth of December.- Thereby alſa giving to thoſe 
Lords, and every of them the word and affurance of the State, for their 
ſafe repaire to the Board, without davger of any trouble or flay whatſoever, 
of or from the Lords Juſtices and Counſell.or any under their Command, 
\who never had intention to wrong or hurt them : neither in truth did they 
feare any ſuch maſſacre, there having never beene any ſuch thing attemp-» - 
red againſt Papiſts either in Eg/azd, Scotland, or Ireland, notwithRand- 
Ing their difference in Religion, and the Proteſtants provoked by many 
ftrange plots in former times 3 The ſame thirteenth day allo of December, 
the Lk Juſtices and Counſell, printed and ſent to the ſaid Lake Netrer- 
* vile, and the reſt at Swoards their manifeſt ſetting forth the truth of the 
aforeſud aRtionat Sartry, and that they had no knowledge of it til] jt 
was done and their readinefſe to give redrefle, if upon proſecution there 
wereezuſe either at the Board,or at a Counſell of Warre, thercin alſo laying 
before them their bigh and: unſufferable Contempe in not ſeparating ac- 
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cording to former Command, declaring alſo, that there was fio intefit ot 
. purpole againſt the lives of chem or any other your Majeſties good Sub- 


$45, Proteſtants or Papiſts who were not ators or abettors in the trat- 
terous munihers and robberies lately committed, but that their care and 
endeavour alwayes was, and ſhould bee, to cheriſh and preſerve all your 
Majelties good SubjeAs, of what profeſſion ſceyer, requiring them againe 

rrthwith to feparate and forbeate further terrour and annoyance to your 
Majeſites good SpbjeRts, and therein the Lords Juſtices and Counſell. re- 
quired the ſaid Luke Nettervile and the reſt who tormerly Ggned the Let- 
ter, to appeate before them at the Counkll board, on the cighteenth day of 
the {2id moneth, where they ſhould receive due hearing : and further gave 
unto them and every of them, the word and the aflurance of the ſtate, as to 
racir perſons, for their fate repaire unto them without any trouble or Ray 


from them whatſceyer : and thac they haq no intention to wrorg or hurt. 


any of them, all which notwithftanding, they did nor ſeparate, but on 
the centrary ſent men to Clara: fe, as aforeſaid, which gave the Lords 
Juſtices and Counfell full :flurance, that they were reſolved to run on, ac- 
cording to their revellious beginnings, and fo neceſſtared their Lordſhips to 
Atteupr them at Claxtarfe, as is before related, and this as is conceived will 
appeare ſuftcient to yindicate the Lords Juſtices and Countell from any juſt 
Taufe given of ſuch malicious and ſcandalous imputation of faith breaking, 
and otherwayes, as in their remonſtrance is preſſed, and from the guile of 
ſuch provocations to the ſaid Nobility and Gentry 'of the Pale, and other 
parts of Leinſter ro pur themſelves in poſture of defence, againſt the Stare 
and other your Majefties Proteſtant ſubjets : Whereas on the other ſide 
thoſe Lords and Gentry had moſt apparant cauſe to doe the fame againli

yet being moſt true, that while they joyncd with the State in former times,

farce offercd.and that but pretended co be offered by the Lords Juſtices and 
Counſel, to thoſe of the Pale, or any of them,)viz. on rhe 23. of Oftober 
I641. 2nd ſy daily after all the Triſh of the Province of Ver v7 z. in the 
Counties of Cavan, Fermanagh.Donegall, Tyrote London Derry Ardmagh , 
Aſonaghane, and moſt part of the County of Downe, and the: County 
of Levrim, with part of the County, of $/igo, and many of the Coun- 
ty of Roſcomon in Connaught declared themflves in open rebellion, and 
compiited the az of muxthers.. and. cruckics elfe=r2htre mentioned.

And to ſhew-that the common x aſwell. as the chiefs Confpiratzrs 
were acquainted ith the maine plot in the cheife part 'thereof, it now 'ap= 
pears: by very many examinations that on the twenty three of Offober 1641 
theRebels of V//fer , and in' Lejtrim, g:nera Ily told the Proteſtants whom 
they robbed that the Caflle of Dablin was taken, howlſocyer they for 
merly concealed the plot on the thirticch of Ofober 1 6 4 1, the Iriſh of 
the Connty of Longford next adjoyning to Meath, and Weſtmeath, began 
to murther and rob and fpoile all the. Brictiſh and Procefiants among 
them, the Sheriff alſo of thar County a prime man of the Farrels ſoone L 
ter joyned in the ation, and on the ſecond of Nevember the Lords Juſtices 
and Counſcll did wrue to Sir [ames Dillon uncle to the Lord of Co/tilo tg 
imploy againſt choſe Rebels of Loxgford and others in Cavan 2000 meti 
which he had gathered together under precence to carry them intro Sparre, 
he liked not of that motion, notwithſtanding he had by former letters offe« 
red the ſervice of thoſe men, but ſoone after” imployedthem againft yout 
Majeſty and your forces, notwith(tanding he had lately at his owne ſuitg 
received Arms and Ammunion for fifty men foote and horſe, for his own 
detence, On the laſt day of Oftobey 1641 the towne of Dandalke inthe 
County of Lowteh in the Pale, wherein was a Company of the old Army, 
was yeilded up to the: Rebels without Aroke; and your Majeliies Armes 
loſt, againſt which neicher Shave O Neale (with whom all. che Iriſh of 
Fiſter.and many other Iriſh ioyned) could prevaile by aſſault nor the Eatle , 
of 7 rone with all his ſtrength , (being othec wayes provided then Sir 
Phelomy O Neale both in-numbers of trained men and armes)durft ever at- 
. temprir, ſeldome gayne a few, Cattle from it, though he lay ofrea within 
two miles of it, their faith then ſufficiently arming them againſt the ſouteſt 
Rebels, and Drogheda had bin yeilded up within few:dayes, had not Sir 
Henry Titchbarne come thithoer about the fourth day of November, about 
that time alſo was the town of 4rherdy in the County of Lowrh lo yeilded up | 
tothe rebells, before the end of Oftober and about the beginnins- of Noe 
vember 1621 many of the inferior inhabirants in the bordering .parts of | 
the County of Meath in the Pale , cſpccizlly the inhabitants of Kelly - 
robbed and ſpailed the Britiſh and Proteſtants, with whom al'o-ſome of 
thegentry ioyned, the refl looked on : about the ſame time alſo they did 
the ſame about Tr72, in the heart of Meath in the County of W:/{meath, 
alſo in the Pale, they did theſime abour the ſme time. Vpon the tenth day | 
of November 1641 the Lord of Lenth having formerly received Commu» - 
fon from the Lords Juſtices and Counſell to command the forces 1n the 
County of Lowth, came and delivered up his Commiſſion, precending. of- 
fence that Sir Chriſtopher Bellew was ioyned with him in command, 2nd 
ſoone after went into .Rebellion : On the twelfth day of the ſame NVe- 
vempber all the Iriſh of the County of Wickfoe which adjoyned on the South 
ſide ro the County of D#bla entred into open Rebellion and murthered 
rabhxd,znd ſpoyled all the Britciſh and Protgltauts jn_ that County, burnt

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| looking on in all places and giving 
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and pulled downe all their faire Engliſh buildings and preyed ahd robbed 
within two miles ofthe City of D«bln on the fixteenth day of the ſame 
November they ſurpriſed and forced your Majeſties fort called Carisfore 
in the County of Fickie, On the one and twentieth of the fame Novembes 
che Iriſh ofthe Counties of Wexford and Carberlagh entred into rebellion 
atid ioyned with thoſe of /iK/oe ; chey ſeized on the Lord Eſmords houſe 
and all other the late undertakers buildings in Wexford, and murthered, 
robbed and-{poiled al the Brittiſh and Proteſtants, on the hicher fide of that 
County of Wexford , and ſpoiled the Britiſh and Proteſtants in moſt 
parts of the County of Catherlagh, Before the fifteenth of November the 
Iriſh in ſome parts of the Queens County, and Kings County :robbed and 
ſpoiled the Britciſh and Proteſtants there, and defaced their houſes, from 
which time forwards they proceeded to grow to great numbers robbing 
and ſpoiling the Brirtiſh and Proteſtants whereſoeyer they came, On the 
ewenty fourth of the fame November all the old Engliſh and other in-- 
kabirants in the County of £ow2h (one of the five ſhires in the Pale) ioy- 
ned wich the Northern rebels in open rebellion, and wich them alſo ioyned 
the Sheriffe /ohn Bellew who was formerly ſent into England oetvandy in 
ſome negotiation concerning the Parltament'of -reland. and returned thi- 
ther again in Febrnary 1640,many of the Inhabirants- of that County had 
alſo formerly ſpoiled and robbed moſt of the Britiſh and- Proteſtants in 
that County of Lowth, and defaced their houſes, which Country being full of 
old Cafiles was formerly defended again all Iriſh infurre&tons, and rhe 
Inhabicants might now eafily have done the like, againſt thoſe barbarous 
and raw men of V/fer, if the former confederacy had not wrought anonglt 
them, and if their old fidelity had remained in them : about thattime was 
Sir Phelomy Oneale made generall of the Catholique Armies, as they then 
called them in the Provinces of Yiſfer and Meath, a County of the Pale, 
On the ſame four and twentieth day of November 1641 was the houſe of the 
Lord Moore, called EAMellfont three miles from Drogh:da , ſurpriſed, 
and taken by thoſe rebels and many men murthered there in cold , 
blood : Aboutthe ſame time alſo intelligence came from ſeyerall parrs"to 
the Lords Juſtices and Counſell that many more younger brothers and 
ſonnes of the gentry and their ſervants and moſt of the inferior Inhabirants 
of the Coumy 'of Heath beyond the river of Boyne and many on this 
fide chat river , and many in the County of Dzbln on that ſide the 
County next Heath, had robbed and ſpoiled all the Brittiſh and Pro- 
teftants amongſt them , and many ſuch as were freely done within 
few miles of Dublin the prime gentry moſt of them Juſtices of the peace, 

ing way to thoſe hatefull aRions, and 
no courſe taken to reſilt or repreffe any of thoſe infolencies , notwith- 
tanding the Commiſſions of government and of Marſhall Law given 
ro many of themſelyes as is before mentioned. - 7

On the 22 of the ſame Novernber, great numbers of the Northerre R ket 
(having without touch paſſed the County of Lowih) heb 11-8 
on the North fide of Drogheds: On the 26 and 25 of the ſame November 
great number of the Northern -Rebelg werelodged in Slane, the Manſion 
of the Lord of S/2ne, in the heart of CMWeath, and poffeſied themiclves of 
chat bridge, the chiefe paſiage into the hither part of that County,and the 
County of Dublin: by examination it appeareth, that on the ſame 27 of 
November at night, the Lord of Gormanftons Groome was ſent, and raiſed 
thoſe Rebels out of their beds, toencountrr the fix hundred Foot ſentby 
the Lords Juſtices, and Councell towards Drogheda, for further ſtrengthe- 
ning of that Towne, with whom the 28 day of the ſame November*, the 
fame Northern Rebells and others met and defeated the ſaid fix hundred 
men, neere 7#l:anftowne (being undiſciplined men newly aaiſed) and took 
their Armes ; about theend of that November, great numbers of che Iriſh, 
and ſome of the old Engliſhof the Counties of Wexford, Kilkenny, and 
Catherlagh paſſed overin beates into the County of Waterford in Adunſter, 
and there committed murtheys, and great ſpoiles and rapin on the Bri- 
tiſh and Proteſtants inthatCounty , s ſent over great numbers of Cat- 
tell, and other ſpdile, about the beginning of December 1641, And in part 
of November before, "many of the inferiour Inhabitants, and ſome of 
the Gentry , made the like ſpoile of the Britiſh and Proteſtants in the 
County of K:ldare: About the ſame time, very many of the old En« 
gliſh and Iriſh, were in rebellion about Reſſe and Wexford, in the County 
of Wexford: Before this time alſo they had publike Mafſe in many 
Churches in the Counties' of death and Dxbliz: And about the 27 of 
November aforelaidy the walled Towne of Trym, in the heart of Meath, 
was ſeized 'on by the Rebels, and many of your Majcſties Subje&s mure 
thered there : Mboutthebeginningof that December ,- were the Britiſh 
and Ptoteftants in the County of Kikenny , robbed and fpoiled-by the 
Gentry , and Iriſh Inhabitants, Papiſts of that County : and inthe 
ſame moneth, the Lord Mowmtgarret having drawne a ſtrength of I-. 
riſh Armed inco the City of Kzlkemy, ſtood by, while the En- 
= there dwelling, and ſach as came thither for ſafety were ſpoi- 

and Ppillaged : On the x and 2 day of December aforclaid , the 
Northerne Reebells in great numbers were lodged and entertained-in 
the ſtrong Caſtle and Village of Platten in Meath, 0 this ſide the 
Boyne, about two miles from Drogheda, belonging to Nicho!ar Dare 
ey Eſquire: About the laſt of November, or the firk of December 
aforeſaid, the Northern Rebels, and thoſe of the Lowth, and Meath 
in the Pale who afliſted them, were fet=downe in Leapuer round a-

Rowry © Moore (called a Colonel] among the Rebels ) in name of the reſt, 
thatthey.camefor the free exerciſe of the Catholick Religion , to reſtore 
the King to his Prerogative, and to give the Subje&s of Treland the like 
freedome, as the Subjes of England: had : thereupon the Lord of Gor- 
manſton (ajd, if thoſe were the true grounds of their warre, they ( meaning 
the Lordvsand Gentry of the: Pale) would joine with them; and ſo the 
faid Lords and Gentry, and the ſaid Rebels ftrooke hands. Tris alſo teſti 
fed , that certaine da 4 ; -nnap, 7 meeting, divers prime Gentry 
of Aſcath, and the chiefe Officers of the Rebels, had a mecting at Dwlceke, 
on this fide the Boyne in 3feath; and that a few dayes after this meeting 
at Crofly aforeſaid, all the Lords.and Gentry: of. Meath , and divers of. the 
Northerne Rebells had another meeting at the Hill of Zaragh in Meath, 
where they determined on the maintenance ofthe Northerne Rebells, du- 
ring the Siege, and what proviſion of Beeves and Corne ſhould bee raiſed 
on the Country:, for every, hundred of the ſaid Rebels, which was done 
accordingly by their Warrants; the. Sheriffe of that County called N:- 
_chols Dowdall (who was with them in Rebellion ) obeying them in all 
things, And ſeon after another meeting,the ſaid Lords and Gentry made 
choice of new Generals of Footand Horſe, andigther Offers of the Field, 
and Captaines.in that County, and-appointed whoſhould be chiefe Com- 
manders in cach; Barony, and what numher of men ſhould bee raiſed: 
and.maintained aut of cack; Plow land. in.that Connty &f Heath, afwell 
to joinein the Siege, as to fight with any. other your Majeſties Armies, 
which were conceived! to. amount. to two thouſand men ;' whereas in fix 
weekeg before, at theinſtance of the Lords Juſtices, and Councell , they 
could'or-would not raiſefive hundred men for the defence of the County 
agaimitthe Rebelſs, which with ſeeming great forwardnefſe they ar brit 
promiſed to doe; and for whom five hundred: Armes with-Munition an-

whereof, and conſidering the great numbers of defperate and looſe oe 


ſons, who werethe nighr before, andehar mornivg, ſtolne into the 
and Suburbs, from ſeverall parts of the Kingdome, wha were fecretly har- 
bored amongh the Papiſt Inhabitants ; the*'Lords Juſtices, and Coun- 
cell firſt eauſed as many of them ſo harbeured in town as could be readily 
found to be apprehended ; and ſecondly, ſonght far the reſt, conſidering

ber, it being complained tothe Lords Juſtices and Councell, by the Ma- 
giltrates of the City, that many like formerly qualifyed perfons, as for- 
merly aſſembled co the terrour of the City, did Kill reſort to the City and 
Suburbs, and others ( notwithſtanding the' former Proclamation ) did 
{till lark there, whoſe company they much feared, as threatning (ome ſird- 
den violence. * 

The Lords Juſtices and Councell therefore on the ſame grounds as for-

_ by them, onely to gaine ſome colour of ſecurity, for thoſeperſons 
rebelltous complying with the Rebels : However the Lords Juſtices, and 
Councell, ſentthem Commiſſton as js before mentioned, being defirous 
to leave no meanesunaſſayed, that might give hope of any ceafing of ex- 
rremities, being then in very weake caſe to uſe that juſt force that was re- 
quifite to compell obedience, the Britiſh and Proteltants being generally 
robbed and ſpoyled, as is before mentioned, and the City daily-threatned, 
as well by thoſe of the Pale, as other Rebels, Te this Commiſſion thoſe 
men ſoone after madea very frivolousand ſcornfall returne, and indeed 
dealt moſt deceitfully in all things with the Lords Juftices and Counncel!, 
ſeeming by letters togive them intelligence, which were no other, then 
either terrour and threatning of the Rebels, or -publike As which they 
knew would come to their knowledge otherwiſe from thecommon fame,

Roads ) from the lands of Dubliz , having ſpoyled and robbed all the 
Britifh and Proteſtants round about it : A oeoking proteCted men, the 
Lords Juſtices and. Councell gave very few ProteRions, finding by anclent 
and late experience, that courſe to-turne onely to your Majcſties difadyan- 
tage: Itis true, that while the Natives inhabiting within few miles of 
Dwublin, were permitted by the Rebels to live on their holdings, from whom 
the aQive Rebels had daily relicfe, 

The Governour of D»bl;z gave paſſes to very many of thzm tobring corn 
and other Vicualls to D#ublin, for reliefs of the Towne, and fo did the 
Captaines and Commanders of other Gariſons of purpoſe to draw to the 
Market, what they could from the Rebels, which all ( out of their Gari- 
ſons, and'their Limits) then were either in a&, or full conſent and com- 
bination, yet were none of thoſe people pillaged or ſpoiled by any di- 
reftion of the Lords Juſtices, and Councel), butall ſuch things reſiſted by 
them, as farre asthey could poflibly do againſt an unpaid Army, neither 
didthe Lords Juſtices, and Councell ever givedire&ion, or any permiſſi- 
on to violate any word or writing of ſafety, given by them, or any Com- 
mander,or {uffer it to be done, whereſoever they could withitand it. Bur 
_ after long forhearance of thoſe wicked and evill diſpoſed people; and ir 
being foand by daily experience, thatunder pretext of relieving the City, 
they carried Munition and other proviſions cut tothe Rebells, and much 
more relieved them then the City ; and by that meanes gave the Rebells 
much more ready way to annoy and rob the City : and that ſome ſeeming 
to Iabourat the Plow, had their weapons hidden neare them , and if: any 
of the ſtragling Souldiers, or other Britiſh, or Proteſtants, ventured to 
paſſe by them , fingle, or in weake partics, they aſſaulted and murthered 
them ; and that from thoſe parts, the Lords Juſtices and Councell, or a- 
ny Commander of-the Army, could not at any time receive any imelli- 
gence to diſcover where the Rebells haunted, or reſted , though they dai- 
Iy lived and paſſed among them, Then were theLords Juſtices and Coun- 
cell nece{tated, to diſanul] and revoke all thoſe paſſes, and pretended pro= 
teAions: and yet that was not done, but upon a fore-warning and time 
given, and that-by publike Proclamation. And afterwards werethe Army 
ſent out (though with the great griefe of the Lords Juſtices and Councell) 
to burne and ſpoile thoſe parts, which they well foreſaw , muſt conclude 
in their own great diſtrefle, as after it did, for want of promiſed provift> 
ons out of this Kingdom ; of all which their proceedings they from time 
rorimeadvertiſed your Mijeſty bytheir letters to the then Lord Lieutenant; 
& your Majeſties Secretary:\Neither was any quarter though ſomtimes un- 
warrantably given cyer violated by the Lords Juſtices and Counce).nr witit 
- theirprivicy ; neither was any man killed, or his' goods taken by any au- 
thority, becauſe an: Iriſhman, or a Roman Catholique, bur decauſe a 
wilfull Rebell : And indeed thoſe diſorderly pillagings liglited ſomttmes 
aſigell on the Britiſh and Proteſtants, and fome Romane Catholique In-- 


| habitants of the City and Suburbs, as upon the- open Rtbells ;- Av' to. the | 
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Cittesand Townes of Dublin, Drozbeda, and the reſt which were kept by 
your Majeſties Gariſons, It is true, they indured the trouble of unculy 
Souldicrs, much again{t the hearts of the Lords Juſtices and Councell, 
 burall their miſeries, and the miſcries of all other good men happened by 
occaſion onely of the hatefull Conſpiracy, and violent Rebellion of the 
Confederates, becauſe they were under che Engliſh Government : The 
Confederates did uſe them worſe, then the Egyptians did the Ifraelites, 
for they tooke away but the Straw, whereas theſe Confederates (belides

Tac confederatesdo farther ſhew, that one main foundation of their 

Rebellion, is their hatred of all Law and good-order; They cannot 
indure that the Parliament ſhould fit, which is your Majelties higheſt fa- 
vour to your people, for the common good : Or that the Courts of Juſtice 
{hould fit, according to the ancletit and laudable Laws of the Kingdom, 
by the benefit whereof they had for ſo many yeeres undeniably tied, 
and advanced into that happy eſtate, which none of their anceſtors ever 
faw, in that Kingdome, many of them innobled,and all of them inrich- 
ed, asdoth well appeare in the Statute 11 72:0b:Cap. 1, But of all things 
it is and will bee for everadmirable, that they fhould challenge intereſt in 
the fandamentall Laws, which they have laboured by all their power and 
policy to pluck up by the rootes;, And with a high hand have executed 
all manner of violations of thote Laws, both againſt Prince and people, 
as doth well appeare in the forementioned Colle&ions truely made, and 
by a publique Declaration cf both Houſes of Parlianient, mage the 157 of 
November 1641. That they ſhould call themſelves naturall and genuine 
members of the Parliament (which is an Aﬀembly of Peace and Order) 
they havingrentaſunder, and caſt from them all the bonds of humane 


ſociety, peace and order, and that they ſhould complaine of want of ſafe-- 


ty, to come under that power, which they ſo wiltully renounced, having 
under it had full fruition of the happicſ prote&ion, and being that ever 
they or any of their Anceſtors injoyed, whereof ( under God ) nothing 
could have deprived them, but their own Inordinate rage 'and appetite : 
Can they imagine it reaſonable, that becauſe they will bee Rebels with- 
out caule or provocation, therefore your Majeſty and your good people 
muſt neither have Parliament, nor Courts of Juſtice to ſuſtaine and com- 
fort them? will nothing ſatishe them but an intire concurrence of all your 
Majeſties people in their confuſions ? And whereas they affe& to vilify the 
members of the Parliament, doubtlefle they cannot but know that the 
Peeres are the ſamethey were, when they were thought worthy to fit with 
them ; And for the Commons, they are for the moſt part the ſame that 
fate with them, while they could bee capable of ſo honourable a truſt, and 
were as ative and able in the Service 0 your Majeſty and Commonwealth 
asany of them, mach more faithfull: And for ſuch of theſe confederates 


as the wholeſome Laws of the Land bave caſt our for their treaſons and 
breach of Faith, both co God and man, there areby due order and elefti-- 


on, ſubftitated in their places., men of Eltate, for the moſt part, but aly 
honeſt and legall men : They ſpeake much in ſome of their Printee, of th, 


Power aud Priviledge of Parltament. Yet now, becauſetheir offences hav, .

imagine, that bythe higheſt treaſons, murthers, robberies, faith-break- 
ings, betraying their peaceable Neighbours, and Friends, and utterly 
ſpoyling the whole Britiſþ Nation and Proteſtants in that Kingdeme, of 
their whole Efates, they ſhoald gain priviledge to ſpeak evill of all man- 
ner of Authority, and to bee thought he onely good Governours of the 

Commonwealch, miſerably diſtraFed by themſelves, and that not upon 

particular quarrels, or pretended grievances, which your Majeſty could

Nayzsrather their ill requited love to the Nation will appeare in that (as is 
before herein ſet down ) they freely joynedas well in this Parliament, as 
inthe laſt Parliament, and in that held inthe Reigne of the bleſſed King 
Fames, to repeale all ARs that were offenſive, or penall ro the Nation. It 
is confeſſed that lince the beginning of Hilary Terme, 1641. Termes

but as that by it T labour the ſubverſion of the peace of our (ountrey as much as 
in me lay , as thiugh our Countreyspeace reſted wholly upon the planting of this 
their Independent Church, whereby they have made more and greater breaches, 
as can be manifeſtly proved, then ever they will be able to make good, both in 
Church and Common wealth : yea inprivate families alſo, the hnsband againſt 
the wife, the wife againſt the husband, the children againſt the parents, the pas 
rents againſt the children ; and the like, according as your elfe have worthily 
noted in your twelye Interrogatories, Is not this a great miſery in ſo little a 
ſpor, even a handfull of people ; Oh miferable crimes!

upon; thundering out puniſhments and judgements, borh ſpiricuall and rem= 
porall, againſtdivers peiſons, as though chey had both ſwords in their owne 
power, or as though they had abſolucely knowne Gods ſecret decree; and 
this ach beene held forſound and good Orthodox Dofrine,when divers have 
repented of their ering and thele not once nor twice, but often, Infinite 
might I relate, eyen from their owne mouthes , which would make wiſe men 
admirc, bur 1 muſt paſſe oyerthem co ayoyd tediouſneſſe to my (elfe, and 
trouble to you. And that in your wiſedome you may the better conceive of 
this their Church , The fuft begitinip was. certaine Feaſt, held every week 
at ſeverall houſes, which Feaft they cailed 3 /oblolly Feaſt ; which for the 
common fare of our Colinerey 15 as our watergruellin Exgland, fo they af Hm 
ETRny ; Lad & wo or 
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have it bur of a coinmon food ; at which Feaſt each did ſtrive to excell ano- 
ther in the difference of making it : after they had once gotten a certaine num=- 
ber unto them, and ſo of an ordinary food they made ir extraordinary ; yea 
ſo extraordinary, that fome in few meetings were forced to ſell the feathers 
out oftheir bedding, for milk, butter, and creame to feed them withall, and 
ro make their Loblolly the more dainty and toothſome ; others againe to 
maintaine this Feaſt, for one dayes entertainment, themſelyes and whole fa- 
mily muſt pinch for it two or three months after ; by which Feaſt, by the ſhew 
of neighbourhood or Feaft of Loye, though never none was found, in ſhort 
time they encreaſed in every pariſh to a pretty number, At which Feaſt alſo 
their bellies and ſomacks being well gormondized, the Minifter propoundeth 
certaine queſtions unto them by way of catechiſing of his owne framing, for 
balfe an howre ; which each had in writing one from another, and like Schol- 
lers theſe their leſſons. to. learne againſt each Wedneſday,.and great care was 
taken ; ſome for feare of reproofe, and ſome popular applauſe: and theſe. ca- 
techiſings being ended, they then for an houre or two diſcourſe of neighbours 
that would not joyne with them, traducing both names and perſons ; this 
mat.is a drunkard,.a whooremaſter , and the like; ſuch a woman was light 
and watiton, and loved ſuch and ſuch a man; ſuch a man loyed ſuch a woman : 
this was the manner and.order of their Feaſts; till.at lengeh themſelves were 
9ſt. of them drunkaras and whooremongers. 5 TO 

The next thing was, a day in a week at noon for two houres ſpace to cate- 
chiſe youth and children, upon a ſimple ſmall Catechiſm ſer out. by ne Mr 
Oxenbridge, ſonne to Door Oxenbridge. of London, who with his wife 
eſpecially were the firſt ground-works of this Fation: Who.in time before 
it cameto any perfe&ion, departed from us, but left the curſed ſeed or fruir 
of their Faction behinde them : they being gone, this Mr #hzte as chiefe, 
takes in hand to accompliſh this bulineſſ , which with anogher as forward, 
but better ſecne init then themſelves, one Mr Golding, a young head but well 
learned inSchiſmaticall Science, if not worſe, j2ynes together, labours with 
andoyercomes an ancient man, Mr Copelavd by name ; and then onall hands 
with anunanimous conſent, they joynetheir forces for the ereRting and efta- 
bliſhing this their, Church ; and then in ſtead of catechiſing youth , they 
would catechiſcancjent people young andold of borh Sexes : This they could 
not well accompliſh, being by divers, withflood ; bur ſecing they could nor 
bring that to paſſe, then would they not ſuffer any to communicate withaur

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Creed, and ſuch as did had their children baptized, and [uch as would net, 
theirs were not, Then having made themſelves Rrong by encreaſing their 
company, they theti bepan a weekly Lecture upon eyery Wedneſday , one one 
week, another another week 3. thele exerciſes were wholly and only forthe 
 ExClaiming againſt.opr Church, both in 
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CMatter, Manner, Order, Government, Diſcipline, and Governours,applane 
ding thus their owne, the holieſt, and pureſt Church upon the earth, next unto 
New England : here they deny all ſupream power of Magiſtracy, yea of the 
King himſelfe, only to guide them in the chanuel, and to defend then and main= 
taine themin thus their Church, Orders, and Diſcipline, to puniſy all ſuch as 
ſhall oppoſe them : themſelves being chiefe thereof under Chriſt, but eſpecially 
their Paſtor White, /o pronounced by their Prelocator, one of our preſent Go= 
vernozrs in the nouſe and preſence of God, aud the whole congregation, that he 
was * Supreame head of this Charch next under Chriſt, and none above bam : 
this was one Mr Painter a Cooper, Then the other two Miniſters were choſen 
Elders, whereof Mr Go/ding the younger man in yeares was the chiefe, Mr 
Copeland the inferiour, next a Deacon one Mr Robert Crſteven a Counceller, 
and a great ftickler; thus have you as yet all the Officers ; Bur before this 
choyce the baptizing of Infants was quite rejetted and given over , holding a 
zenet, that children ought not to be baptized, but only ſuch at were of yeares of 
arſcretion, and able to rexder an acconnt of their fuuth , according to Mark 16. 
I6, with diyers other places, ſaying, they were no Paſtors, and rherefore dnr ſt 
ot © baptize one nor other, ard that they had baptized more children already 
then they knew how to anſwer : this was Mr Whites own: ſpeech unto my ſelfe 
upon a Lecture day, I having two of my children ?o baptize at the ſame time. 
Vpon this I confeſſe,and ſecing the great inconveniency that did ariſethereon, 
and many children in the Countrey to be baptized, and many more like to 
be, I put pento paper avd write unto our chiefe Goyernour Gapt. YV/Yilliam 
S$ayle, toure or five ſheets of paper, and preſented as a new yeares gift, hee 
being the only man, as I ſuppoſed, to redrefſe and reforme by yertue of his 
place and power, all ſuch erroneous and fatious errours both in Church and 
Common weale; bur hard ſuccefle 1 found in my Epiſtle unto him : In the 
front of the work , I ſhewed him how I was perplexed both in minde and 
conſcience for yeelding unto them through his inſtigations and perſwaſions, 
at an Aſſizes before, for another writing celivered by me unto Mr Fhzte 
himſelfe, upon bis aud the reſt their falencing themſelves, leaving our Ghurches 
pon the Lords dayes, and gathering ſwarmes of people into their owne houſes 
at Conventicles ; and there have reading, ſinging, praying , exponnaing, aud 
preaching, yea if truth were knowne, the Sacrament alſo adminiſtred in their 
private houſes; and all theſe Ordinaxces denied in the bouſes of God , yea they 
wer# ſlighied , contemned, ſcorned, and rejefed, even as Takes : theſe at the 
beginning of conſtitution of their Church ; nay in one ſmall tribe or pariſh three 
or foure ſuch ſeveral places of meetings, and the houſes of Goa deſftutute,, Se. 
condly I writ againſt Independent Churches according to my poore under- 
ſtanding, .I being a man of no learning, but eſpecially againſt their Church, 
ſayibg, had 7 power and approbation, I would ſpake the whole ſabricR thereof; 
this wal taken very heynouſly. But to ler paſſe other things contained therein, 
come we tothe work, where firſt 7 maintained our Church of England againſt 
all Independent Churches , to be a true and aperfeit Church; yer fo, as not

- vorr and (trive therein even untoblood, And concerning baptizing of infants 
at thetakivg up againe of their miniſtery ; they alſo havetakenup againe the 
uſe of the Sacraments, but only among themſelves ; but for any that are not in 
or of their church, their children ſhall not bee baptizedanleſſe they will enter ints- 
ther church, and covenant with them ; netther for the Sacrament of the Lords

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faftious unchriſtien Proceedings of ſome Independents there, 


a perſecutor of Chriſt, yet when he had the place of High-prieſt he propheſicd 
the truth, And though they:tell us we muſt not Rrive with the Prieſt, nor re= 
prove our Reprover ; and though they accuſe us to haye rejeed and oppoſed 
more good Miniſters then any other like place profeſſing Chriſtianity ( of 
which there is no ſhew of truth I know ) and that they which rebell againſt 
the Miniſters, cannot be under the Goyernmentof Chrift, with many heavy 
threats againſt ſuch : And though they threaten to leave us deſtitute of the 
Word of God, if we make any reſiſtance ; and though it be often alleadged, 
that we haye rare and reyerend Miniſters, endued with new lighr, and that 
ſo great, as the like hath ſcatce beene fince the Apoſtles times ; Nay I have 
heard ſome, and thoſe of note, preferre it before that of the Apoſtles, at leaſt 
in ſome things. And further, that all foure of our Miniſters concluded. of a 
new Diſcipline, and ney courſes of edification, whereof two being gone into 
England to agitate the buſineſle there with their friends, and in Parliament : 
God hath ſent another from Providence almoſt miraculouſly , who was not 
of their counſel], and yet doth approve of all their proceedings, and as. cat» 
neſtly preſſe them as the reſt, Beſides ( {ay they ) all the chiefe profeſſours 
in the Countrey are for the ſame; yea the chiefe Authority in the Iſland, next 
| the Goyernour, So that all things thus concurring, ſhewes ( fay they ) thar 


there is an extraordinary hand of God in the effeRing of ir; and therefore. 


wee ought quietly to yeeld our felycs to them , leaft wee refiſt even God 
himfelfe. 
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And firſt let us know them fully, and with thoſe noble Bereans, ſearch the 
Scriptures, and examine them chroughly before we entertaine then, | 
They ell us Jaily of a greater light, whereby they diſcerne theſe things, and 
other-great and g'o:ious things that are working and already begun in the 
world within theſe three yeares , and will ſhortly beaccompliſhed, even {6 
 Freat and ſoexcellent a change in the world as may ſee.neto be a heayen upon 
earth ; theLordgranrit, and haſtenir; but withall let us defire and expe& 
theſe things with ſobriety and watchfulneſſe , left whilft our eyes be taken 
up and dazzled with apreſent expeRtation of theſe high and glorious things, 
we ſee not the danger that 1s at our feet ,, but be caught in the. ſaare before 
we be aware, remembring the words of our Sayiour in this caſe, when his 
Diſciples asked him ſaying , Lord wilt thox at thu time reſtore the Kirgdome 
0 {ſrael, He anſwered , It 5s not for youto know the times or the ſeaſons, which 
the Father hath pat in his own power. | 
I have read in ſome Hiſtory of the Weſt-Iodies, that about 160 yeares 
fince or more, the Iland Vianis (which ſome of our men are now gone to dif- 
coyer) and all thoſe lands thereabout were Inhabited by certain 7ndiavs, 
which for iogenuity and feature ſurpaſſed many others ; theſe held the im- 
mortality of the ſoule, and thought that when it departed the body, it went 
to a kinde of Purgatory,which they ſuppoſed to be the cold Northern Moun-= 
taines congealed with froft and ſnow; where afcer it was ſufficiently purged, 
it went from thence into countreys more" Southerly , and there abode for 
eyer, enjoyning a thouſand delights and pleaſures. The Spaniards having 
knowledge of this opinion of theirs, and wanting men to wotk in their gold 
mines, came thicher with Ships from Hy/paniola or Cuba ( which areto 
the Sourhward) and making ſome goodly ſhew, told-theſc filly. [xdiavs that 
they were come from the Southern parts , places of great felicity, where 
'the ſoules of all their Anceſtors and friends departed were in all joy and 
happinefle ; and they were now come to tranſport them immediately thicher, 
that they might never come at all into that Purgatory in the Northren parts: 
Theſe fimple people being dazelled with the conceit ard imagination of theſe 
things, could not forethink their danger at hand, but came flocking to the 
Spariardsin great numbers; who-when they ſaw their opportunity ſer faile, 
and carryedthem thence to their gold -mines , where they were ſoone con+ 
ſumed with grievous ſervice and flayery.- In like fort it concernes us not 
to be ſo much cranſported with any glorious pretences of ſome great tem=- 
porall freedome and felicity ac. hand, asco be drawne in any fort fromthe - 
Church of England, eſpecially as it is now reformed and in reforming, but 
to know fully of choſe that would draw us whicher they would have us goe, 
and upon what grounds, that ſo we mayſcarchche Scriptures, and chroughly 
examine thoſe grounds thereby. : 0 
| God hathdeliveredour Nation (a8 many others in Chriſtendom ) from 
under the a of the great Antichrift , we have not prized this deliye- 
-rance, nor made that uſc. of this liberty,nor thoſe many mercies and bleſſings 
accompanying it that we-ought. And confidering our great abuſe of Gods 
| ou fayours, 
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fatious unchiiftian Proceedings of ſome Independents there 
fayouts, ahd in particular the finnes of this place in all-forts, Magiſtrates, 
Miniſters and people, and eſpecially the evident unſountneſſe of thoſe that 
are Profeſſors here : It were juſt with God whilſt we look for light to ſend 
us darknefſe, and whilſt we propoſe to our ſelyes the ſpeedy ruine of An- 
tichrilt, great freedome and glorious times { all which the Lord can effeRt in 
his due time') wee fall our ſ{clves into another ſervitude and bondage per= 
haps as gricyous as the former, under petty Antichriſts. For if that grand 
Antichriſt come down (as we have good hope) and a company of Clergy. 
men ſhould ariſe (whether Miniſters, or whoelſe) that ſhould as it were di- 
vide his kingdome among them, by afluming every one to himſelfe ſuch a 
like power over his Church , or the people committed to his charge as the 
grand Antichriſt uſurped over the Catholique Church, ard that as he did 
Isre Divino (which they pretend) ſurely they would become fo many petty 
Antichriſts, and the Church ſhould be brought inco* ſervitude and thraldome 
as before. ay | 

And indeed, as theerrour to which the Iewes were moſt inclined jn ge- 
nerall, was to ſet up other gods,that is falſe gods, attributing ſomething to 
them which was proper to the true God: Sotheerrour tro which Chriſtians 
in generall are moſt inclined, is to ſet up falſe Chriſts ; that is Antichrifts of 
the Clergy, attributing ſomething to them that is peculiar. to Chriſt him - 
ſelfe, or ro his Church, which is Chriſt myRicall; As was foretold bythe 
Apoſiles, and is evident by the experienPe of all Ages fince Chriſt ; And of 
which our Saviour himſelf ſeems to give warning,when he ſaith;For there ſhal Muth,:4. 24.” 
ariſe falſe Chriſts and falſe Prophets, and ſhall ſhew great fignes and wonders, 
ſo that if it were poſſible, they ſhould deceive the very Elei?, And by ſuch 
meanes, even the Pope himſelte and all his Clergy had their firſt rifing , 
having the Suffrages and helpe of ſome that ſeemea otherwiſeto be good 
Chriſtians.

TY 
burning, and Rand upon our guard our ſelyes: And ſo follow men (even the Cori, 
Apoſtles themſelves) as they follow Chriſt. The Apoſtle" ſpeaking of Mini- 
ters faith, Let no man at his pleaſure beare rule over you by bumbleneſſe of Coliuq; 
minde —— advancing himſelfe inthoſe things which he never ſaw (but are of 
hisowndeyifing) r«ſbly paft np with hi, feſpb minde, And in another place > 
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Believe wot every ſpirit, is the ſpirits whether they are of God : And for 
trying the ſpirits, we muſt follow the rule of our Saviour, who ſaith, Beware 
WAY t Prophets which come to you in ſheeps c'oathing, but inwardly they are ra. 
wening Woolves, yee ſhall know them by their fruits, &c. And their fruits are 
their conyerſation and doctrine : But tbe converſation of themſelves and their 
adherents , being a thing more perſonall, and fo apt to it:re up offence 
{which T would avoid fo nuch as I may) I forebeare to proſecute, 

Their DoRtrine then we mult examine by the rule of Gods word; whichthat 
we may the betterdoe being a matter that ſo much concerns us,' we ſhould 
defire as I have before ſaid, we might have the particulars wherein they differ 
from the publike doArine and practiſe of the Ehurch of England ſer down in 
writing. This if they be not able, or ſhall diſdaine to doe, as not accounting 
us worthy for whom they ſhould doe it, they muft not be offended,nor com:

ters, yet many things remaine very uncertaine. And if they would take che 
paines to ſet downe in writing, as aforeſaid, all parts of their intended Diſci= 
pline- and Government , it would'be very profitable to themſelyes ; for ic 
would give them occafion more throughly to conſider it, and more wiſely to 
order it, 'Is there cauſe then that they ſhould bee ſo incenſed againſt thoſe 
that make queſtion of theſe things in a moderate and Chriſtian way? or 
whomthey feare will oppoſe any of them, as to threaten them with the judg- 
ments of this life, and of the life to come ; yea, to afſigne chem the loweſt 
places in hell, as ifthemſelyes were well acquainted, and had ſuch. power in 
diſpoſing places there , as the Pope pretends to have in purgatory ? Surely 
we learne in our firſt entrance into learning, Qui anbitar, qui ſepe rogat, mea 
aifta tenebit ; Is qui nil dubitat, nil capit inde bont, Is ityuſt or reaſonable 
they ſhould accuſe, cenſure, and defame ſuch an one publikely in the Pulpir, 
where the party accuſed cannot, without oftending the Congregation, and 
the Lawes, anſwer for himſelfe, though he be innocent ? Surely in all equity 
the accuſation,eſpecially of one thatis innocent,ought not to be more publike 
theh his defence or anſwer is permitted tobe, Is-itſuteableto Chriſtian cha- 
rity to uſe heavy imprecations or curſings againſt ſuch, and when the hand of 
God is upon ſuch 4 man in any affliRion, as ſickneſle loſſes, death, orthe like 
to ſet him out in the Congregation by evident and well known circumſtances, 
25an adyerſary to God , and as one whom, God was now ſmiting to deftru- 
RionFor his oppoſition and obſtinacy againſt the Kingdom and Governmenc 
of Chriſt ( as they call this their intended Diſcipline.) Doubtleſſe ic behoves 
'Miniſters to have ſome feare of God , and reſpe& of man, and tolay afide 


theſe carnall weapons, whereby they would affright and terrifie us, that wee - 


ſhould not daretoquitch nor make the leaſt rehſtance, whillt in the meane 
time they ſetup themſelves as Lords over us in their intended Diſcipline, cal- 
ling it the Kingdom and Goyenment of Chriſt ; But if they would indeed ſet. 
up the Kingdome of Chriſt, let chem take the ſword of the Spirit, which is the 
 wordof God, and make-good whatthey deliver, by that. And for us (as many 
'T meane as haye care of the preſeryation of true Religion ) let us hold faſt to 


the word of God, and not be diſcouraged ; nor let that goe, though they up- 


braid us in a ſcoffing manner, ſaying , Come you Scripturians, you Scripture 


tn that muſt have Scripture for what you will doe ; come, I will give you Scrip- 
" twreenongh to overthrow your Religion, turue to Ezekiel &c, Theſe and ma- 
| by other {uth ſpeeches, what elſe doe they relliſh but ofa ſpirit of the old An- 
eichtiſt; which being now more diſcoyered and expelled from his former ha- 
bitation, walks about through dry places, ſecking himſelfe an habicacion'in 
foe other perſons and-places, where in a new diſguiſe he may practiſe his 
wonted* malice undiſcoyered. Let ts ftand: faſt in the liberty wherewith 
- Chiift ha h made 16 free; and not bedrawne fromthe Church of England, 
which: we know, to joyne our ſelyes with any new ſeparateand Independent 
Chureh which we know not ; although we heare many contumelious and 
reproachfuſ] ſpeeches uttered againft the Church of Exg/and, They ought 
" to be better affeRed ; and to giye that honour which is due , as on 
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birth there, if ever they were new born. | 

We ought to acknowlcdge, with thankſgiving the aboundant grace and 
mercy of God towards the Church of Eng/and ; who hath made it no lefſe 
honourable then any other Reformed Church whatfoeyer, whether we con- 


fider the firſt Reformers, being men of fingular Piety, and bleſſed Martyrs of 


Chriſt ; Or thepurity of DoRrine there publikely profeſſed even to this pre= 
ſent. Or the number of holy Martyrs, who have adviſedly ſealed that DoRtrine 
with theirblood:Or theeminent lightsin theMiniftry ſucceſſively ſhining there 
i great number: Or the many andfincereProfeflors and PraRiſers ofReligon 
therc, eyer fince the Reformation ; Or laſtly, if we confider the many great 
Deliverances which the Lord hath vouchſafed us, from the wicked plots and 
hoſtile attempts of the common adyerfary,crowning all with much proſperity, 
and cauſing the fame and glcry of ic to be ſpread throughout the world, 
Theſe and the like have not been ſeenc in their ſeparate and Independent 
Churches: Inthe meane time, we deny not, but that beſides our many other 
grievous ſinnes, there have beene alſo many grofſe faults and intolerable in 
the Eccleſiaſticall Policy and Diſcipline, as it was abuſed by thoſe that were 
intruſted with it, and many foule .efteR: haye thence proceeded, which have 
{eſpecially of late yeares) corrupted Religion , eclipfed -our glory, and laid it 
in the duft, cauſed the Lord to hide his gracious and loving countenance from 
us : And was like to haye proved the remedileſle ruite of Church and Com- 
mon- Wealth : Of which finnes though wee 81! Rand guiky beforeGod, as 
having been Authors or Procurers of them ; yet ir becomes not any,that is, or 
lately was a member of that Church , to upbraid her with theſe things in a 
deſpightfull manner : Such men according to that ſaying of the Apoſtle, 
Are jealow over us amiſſe, yea, they would (alienate our affeRions,and ) ex- 
clade ns (from the Chutch of England ) that we ſhould altogether love them, 
But theſe corruptions as they have beene for the moſt part forced upon the 
Church, ty the uſurped powetof thoſe which were intruſted, and pretended 
the-greatelt care of the Church; ſo they have been, and wee truſt will bee 
caſt out and Reformed by the preſent Parliament. 

Now 1 would not be miſtaken, as if Idefired toderogate any thing from 
the dignity of that mot emment calling of the Miniftry ; I have no ſuck 
meaning, neither doc Ichink a worthy Miniſter to be unworthy or unfit 
for other the moſt eminent Oces or callings'in Church or Common- 


wealth, were 4t tot that he hath a moſt eminent caMing already ſirfficient 


totoke vpthe whole man . and unmeetto be yoaked with other callings, as 
the Apoſtle ſaith, who 45 ſufficient for theſe things; And the Apoſtles doe re- 
je& ſuch employments with a kinde of contempt ſaying, 7t 4s not meet that 
we ſhowldleavethe word of God to ſerve Tables, and alittle afcer, we will give 
our ſelves continually to prayer, and to the Miniſtry of the Word, intimating 
that theſe things would hinder them from prayer and the miniſtry of che 
Word; whereby it appeares, they would not 'be Deacons , nor take upon 
them-any other Office in or over the ie ak but ſpend themfelyes wholly 
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in.the word and prayer ;the like might be manifeſted by ſundry other Scrip- 
tures, Andthe eyi)l of it hath beene ſo generally. obſerved in Erglard , that 
(as Iheard) 2ncene Elizabeth , when ſhe had conferred upon a Miniſter 
authority and power to rule, was wont to fay, / have ſpoyled a good Prea- 


cher to day,, And ſhrely ( if we obſerve it) the defice of Superiority and Do.. + 


minion in or over the Church,.in Miniſters and Clergy men, and the readi. 
. nefle of Princes and pcopleto conferre it upon them ; hath been a principall, 
if not the principall cauſe in corrupting Religion from time to time, and of 
ſetting up the great Antichriſt, and many others, as might cafily be ſhewed 3f 
jt were not an argument toolong for this place. Mabe 
Thus farre-(through the gracious aſſitance of God) I have expreſſed my 
minde in this matter, to the intent I might Rop, ſo much as in me lies, the 
ſetting up of a new Diſcipline and Government of our owne framing , ſeeing 
we arealready freed of all thoſe things that have uſually beene burthenſome 
and offenſive to good Chriſtians in England; and that we expe daily the 
farther determination and decree ef the Honourable 4ſſembly of Parliament 
in theſe things. Or if. I cannot preyaile fo farre as to ſtop it, yer that wee 
might look before we leap, and underſtand well what we doc before we doe 


it. Or if neither that may beobtained, yet hence ic will appeare, that my ſelfe 


and ſome others deſerve no blame, much lefle ſuch evill ſpeeches as are uſu+ 
Note ally vented againRt us by ſome, becauſe we will not raſhly runne with them 
mh we know not whether. And laſtly, I deſire that this may be a publike ceſti- 


mony of my judgement in theſe things.

Omg have beſides,to make good that one moſt neceflary, neither can he 
juſtly be charged to move out of his ſpheare whenſoever he meddles with mate 
rers of Chriſtianity and Religion, eſpecially ſuch pointsas he is preſſed te em- 
brace and ſubmit unto. The Apoſtte exhorts us all, that wee ſhowld earneſtly 
contend for the faith which was once delivered unto the Saints. And I may fitly 
anſwer them in the words of that renouned Souldier of Chriſt DoRor Baſt- 
wick,; who being checked by the Biſhop of Camterbwry imlike fort as Iam by 
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theſe, that be being a Phyſtian, a Lay-man, ſhould preſumeto write of ſome 
points in Divinicy,anſwers in Latine, to this purpoſe in Engliſh,

fight unlefſe wee pur off the reverence and reſpeR of our Vow. How unſea- 
ſonable is it then to ask by what authority we fight againſt theſe? ( And a 
little after ) (hall that be a faulr in me, which is a praiſe to Divines ?
